Mr.  Michael  Carteighe  was  on  Wednesday  presented 
by  his  colleagues  on  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  with  an 
illuminated  address  appreciative  of  his  services  while  he 
was  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (p.  8). 

Professor  Dragendorff's  successor  at  Dorpat  seems  to 
be  a  queer  sort.  He  says  that  Dragendorff  could  not  teach 
his  pupils  how  to  analyse.  The  students  hooted  the  new 
professor,  and  about  a  hundred  of  them  have  been  expelled 
in  consequence  (p.  6). 

About  a  dcz9n  chemists  have  been  compelled  to  appear 
in  the  City  of  London  Court  to  answer  summonses  for  debt, 
resulting  from  their  receiving  eucalyptus  oil  "on  sale  or 
return  "  (p.  10).  The  defence  in  every  case  was  successful. 
We  comment  upon  the  matter  on  p.  19. 

The  Select  Committee  on  the  adulteration  of  food-pro- 
ducts has  resolved  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  a 
representative  Board  of  Reference  under  the  Act  to  super- 
sede the  Somerset  House  Laboratory.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  to  nominate  one  of  the  members  (p.  21). 

The  inquest  on  the  girl  who  died  at  Howden,  after  taking 
acetanilide  in  the  form  of  "Daisy"  powders,  has  been  con- 
cluded. The  analyst  found  the  powders  vary  in  strength 
from  4  gr.  to  10  gr.  of  acetanilide,  and  the  jury  found  that 
there  had  been  carelessness  in  making  them  up  (p.  3). 

Mr  Nicholls,  of  Nice,  calls  attention,  in  a  letter  printed 
on  p.  28,  to  the  anomalous  conditions  under  which  medicines 
are  imported  into  France.  We  have  communicated  with 
the  Foreign  Office  on  the  matter,  and  it  has  been  referred 
to  our  Government  representative  in  Paris  for  investigation. 

We  report  another  injunction  granted  against  the  sale  of 
pills  sold  as  Carter's  liver-pills.  The  Yorkshire  Relish  case 
appears  again  in  our  Legal  Reports.  The  claim  of  the  Liebig 
Extract  of  Meat  Company  against  the  Liebig  Medicated 
Wine  Company  has  been  tried  this  week  in  the  Chancery 
Division,  and  an  irjunction  has  been  granted  (p.  11). 
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An  Exploded  Bottle. 
Mr.  Arthur  Catchpole,  an  assistant  to  Mr.  Claypole, 
chemist  and  druggist,  of  York  Town,  Sarrey,  bas  had  his 
eyes  injured  by  the  explosion  of  a  bottle  in  which  he  had 
just  placed  a  quantity  of  spirit  of  salt.  The  bottle  belonged 
to  a  customer,  and  it  is  supposed  that  it  must  have  had  some- 
thing else  in  it,  as  it  exploded  almost  as  soon  as  the  cork 
was  pushed  in. 

Plymouth  Juniors. 

Mr.  J.  R.  JohnsoD,  of  the  K.N.  Hospital,  lectured  on  "The 
Philosophy  of  Chemistry  "  at  a  meeting  of  the  Plymouth  and 
District  Junior  Chemists'  Association  on  Thursday,  Jane  25. 
The  elements  of  chemical  physics,  the  laws  of  atomicity 
and  diffusion  of  gases,  together  with  the  uses  of  the  air- 
pump,  &c,  were  fully  treated  of,  and  at  the  close  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  accorded  the  lecturer. 

The  results  of  the  recent  examination  in  practical 
chemistry  for  prizes  offered  by  the  Association  were  an- 
nounced as  follows  :— 1st,  H.J.  Reynolds  ;  2nd,  A.  Downing;

Pharmaceutical  Education  in  Liverpool. 

Rapid  progress  is  being  made  towards  the  completion  of 
the  chemical  laboratories  in  Brownlow  Street,  which  are 
attached  to  Liverpool  University  College,  and  the  building 
will  be  of  exceedingly  graceful  proportions.  In  time  the 
immense  area  which  is  bounded  by  that  thoroughfare  and 
by  Pembroke  Place,  Brownlow  Hill,  and  Ashton  Street,  will 
be  occupied  by  a  set  of  structures  which,  devoted  to  the 
noble  arts  of  healing  and  education,  will  be  unsurpassed  in 
the  country.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  the 
arrangements  for  the  new  pharmaceutical  department  of  the 
college  are  now  complete.    Students  before  entering  the 


classes  must  have  passed  the  Pharmaceutical  Preliminary 
examination  or  its  equivalent.  During  the  academic  year 
(October  to  July)  there  will  be  a  junior  and  a  senior  coarse 
of  instruction  in  each  subject  of  the  curriculum.  The  first 
or  junior  course  includes  the  subjects  of  the  Minor  examina- 
tion, and  lasts  from  October  to  April.  The  second,  or  senior 
course,  is  for  tb.9  Major. 

Assault  on  a  Chemist's  Assistant. 

On  June  7  Ernest  Thornhill,  assistant  to  Mr.  King,  chemist, 
Folkestone,  was  walking  along  Dover  Road  smoking  a  cigar 
and  reading  a  b">ok  when  a  mac,  Wm.  Vye,  threw  stones  at 
him,  and  that  led  to  an  altercation  and  blows,  whereupon  a 
friend  of  Vye's  joined  in  the  frav.  and  Mr.  Thornhill  was 
thrown  down  and  broke  his  arm.  Vye  was  charged  with  the 
assault  at  Folkestone  Police  Court  last  week,  and  was  fined 
31.  and  11.  14s.  6d.  costs,  or  one  month's  hard  labour.

Lucky  Students. 

The  students  attending  the  North  of  England  School  of 
Chemistry  and  Pharmacy,  Newcastle,  accompanied  by  Mr. 
Merson,  principi1.,  had  an  outing  to  Hexham  on  Thursday  of 
last  week.  Through  the  kindness  of  Messrs.  Fell  &  Co.  the 
students  had  the  privilege  of  seeing  over  the  film's  extensive 
nurseries,  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Peek.  Many  interesting 
medicinal  plants  were  seen  and  examined.  The  party  visi'ed 
Swallowship  in  the  afternoon  by  way  of  the  woods,  and  were 
afterwards  entertained  to  tea  by  Mr.  J.  Pattison  Gibson, 
local  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

"Daisy"  Headache-powders.    "Gross  Carelessness 
in  Making  them  up." 

The  adjourned  inquest  on  Ada  Waterhouse,  the  young 
woman  who  died  on  May  30,  at  Howden,  shortly  after  taking 
a  "  Daisy  "  powder  for  headache,  was  resumed  on  Monday 
last,  when  expert  evidence  was  given  as  to  the  composition 
of  the  powders. 

Mr.  James  Biynes,  the  East  Riding  public  analyst, 
certified  that  no  traces  of  acetanilide  or  antifebrin  were 
found  in  the  deceased's  stomach,  for  the  reason  that  it  de- 
composes so  rapidly  (sic).  He  had  tested  a  packet  of  "  Daisy  " 
powders,  and  had  found  that  the  contents  varied  in  quantity 
from  4  60  gr.  to  10  89  gr.  of  acetanilide,  which  was  evidence 
of  great  and  gross  carelessness  in  making  up  the  powders. 

Dr.  Stevenson,  scientific  adviser  to  the  Home  Office,  was 
present,  and  said  he  had  also  analysed  the  "  Daisy"  powders, 
and  found  them  to  vary  in  quantity  from  4  gr.  to  7£  gr.  of 
acetanilide.  Doses  of  anything  above  3  gr.  ought  not  to  be 
administered,  except  under  medical  advice. 

Dr.  Chestnutt  described  the  powders  as  being  used  in  the 
West  Riding  very  much  as  drink  pick-me-ups.  They  were 
highly  dangerous. 

Mr.  Wormald,  solicitor,  of  Leeds,  on  behalf  of  Messrs. 
Ellis  &  Co.,  of  Lseds,  the  proprietors  of  the  powders,  ex- 
pressed his  clients'  regret,  and  said  that  every  care  was  used 
in  making  them  up  in  accordance  with  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia, which  stipulated  the  dose  as  from  3  gr.  to  10  gr. 

The  jury  returned  a  verdict  that  the  deceased  died  from 
the  effect  of  taking  "  Daisy "  powders,  and  expressed  the 
opinion  that  gross  carelessness  had  been  used  in  making 
them  up. 

[At  the  first  hearing  of  evidence  before  the  Coroner,  re- 
ported in  the  C.  %  B.  on  June  6,  the  girl's  mother  stated 
that  her  daughter  was  suffering  from  headache,  and  a 
neighbour  suggested  she  should  try  a  "  Daisy  "  powder.  The 
1  deceased  sent  a  little  girl  to  Mr.  Loam's,  a  local  chemist,  for 
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one,  and  she  took  the  powder  in  a  little  cold  water.  About 
five  minutes  after  deceased  f  aid,  "  Oh,  mother,  I  do  feel 
bad  ;  I  wish  I  had  not  taken  tbaf,  powder."  A  moment  after 
deceased  said,  "  Oh,  I  don't  know  what  I  shall  do,  I  feel  as 
if  I  shall  go  out  of  my  mind  with  it  "  Soon  after  that  she 
commenced  screamiDg,  and  was  seized  with  convulsion?. 
The  deceased  was  attended  by  both  Dr.  Chestnutt  and  Dr. 
Tireman,  the  latter  being  present  when  death  took  place  ]

The  case  was  adjourned  a  fortnight  pre- 
viously because  Mr.  Milne  was  in  America,  and  Mrs.  Milne 
wished  to  have  the  case  again  artj  mined  until  the  arrival 
home  of  her  husband.  The  Bitch  declined,  regarding  her 
as  the  natural  custodian  of  the  childien  under  the  circum- 
stances, and  imposed  a  fine  of  6d.  and  7s.  6d.  costs. 

Carbolic-acid  Poisonings. 

All  the  subjoined  cases  have  bsen  reported  in  the  coarse 
of  the  past  week  : — 

Severe  pains  in  the  body  and  rheumatism  in  the  leg? 
made  Henry  Johnson,  of  RaiiihiH,  near  Liverpool,  "tired  of 
life."  He  was  a  labourer,  and  3L  years  of  age,  and  took 
carbolic  acid. 

Annie  Victoria  Johns  (50),  described  by  her  husband  as  a 
good  wife,  a  kind  mother,  and  a  Christian  woman,  but  who 
now  and  then  had  a  glass  of  ale  too  much,  took  carbolic 
acid  at  West  Ham.  She  left  a  letter  beh-nd  which  suggested 
insanity.  It  was  stated  at  the  inques-t  that  her  father 
committed  suicide  at  Brighton  twenty-four  years  ago,  and 
that  a  cousin  killed  herself  also  with  carbolic  acid  recently. 

Eliza  Southey  (45),  wi'e  of  a  pattern- maker,  "intemperate 
in  her  habits,"  killed  herself  with  carbouo  acid  at  Ashton- 
under-Lyne. 

Bessie  Williams  (24),  a  domestic  servant,  killed  herself 
with  carbolic  acid  at  Waveitree. 

Mary  Bell  (19),  of  Widnes,  has  been  ccmmitted  for  trial 
on  a  charge  of  attempting  to  commit  suicide  with  carbolic 
acid. 

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 
It  will  have  been  noticed  that  the  Lird  Mayor  of  London 
is  to  receive  the  members  of  the  International  Conference 
on  Scientific  Papers  on  the  same  evening  as  the  members 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Iudustry — viz,  Wednesday, 
July  15;  the  reception  is,  in  fact,  a  joint  one,  and  excep- 
tional interest  will  be  added  to  it  by  tbe  presence  of  dis- 
tinguished foreigners.  The  Lord  Major  (Sir  W.  H.  Wilkin) 
is  a  member  ot  the  Society,  being  interested  in  chemistry 


through  bis  connection  with  the  yeast  industry.  In  conse- 
quence of  notification  having  been  received,  since  the 
programme  was  issued,  that  operations  will  not  be  goiDg  on 
at  the  Mint  in  that  week,  the  local  committee  has  arranged 
for  the  visit  of  members  on  the  first  day  to  the  cold  storage 
and  refrigerating  vaults  of  the  Colonial  and  Distributing 
Company,  under  Cannon  Street  Station  and  Hotel,  and  at 
Nelson's  Wharf,  Commercial  Road,  Lambeth,  between  Black- 
friars  and  Waterloo  Bridges — perhaps  a  better  arrangement, 
considering  that  a  free  lunch  will  precede  it. 

Suicide  of  a  Manufacturing  Chemist. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Carlisle,  on  June  30,  into  the 
death  of  Mr.  William  Augustus  Rowell,  manufacturing 
chemist,  of  Newcastle,  who  died  in  a  lunatic  asylum  from  a 
self-inflicted  wound  in  the  throat.  The  jury  found  a  verdict 
of  death  from  the  effects  of  a  self-inflicted  wound  while 
insane. 

Sudden  Death  of  a  Chemist  at  West  Hartlepool. 

Mr.  Edward  G.  Kirk  up,  who  was  formerly  in  business  in 
West  Hartlepool  as  a  chemist,  went  into  the  Qaeen's  Hotel  in 
that  town  on  Tuesday  last,  and  complained  of  feeling  un- 
well. A  little  stimulant  was  thereupon  given  to  him.  He 
afterwards  went  into  the  back  yard,  where  he  fell  down  and 
expired  a  few  minute?  afterwards.  His  body  was  at  once 
removed  to  his  mother's  home  in  Stockton  Road,  West 
Hartlepool,  which  deceased  had  left  a  short  time  pre- 
viously, apparently  in  the  best  of  health.  Daceased,  who 
was  39  years  of  age,  and  was  unmarried,  was  a  son  of  the 
late  Mr.  George  Kirkup,  a  well-known  clothier  of  West 
Hartlepool. 


Must  not  Shoot  in  Derry. 

Ernest  H  Mart'ew,  traveller  for  Blondeau  et  Cie.,  has 
been  charged  at  Londonderry  with  discharging  firearms 
in  a  proclaimed  district.  Blank  cartridge  and  ignorance  of 
tbe  law  were  advanced  as  excuses.  The  accused  merely  shod 
at  a  crow  sitting  on  a  bough  to  frighten  it. 

An  Appointment.

Fletcher,  Fletcher  &  Co.,  and  Alfred  Bishop  &  Co.,  London. 

Place  aux  Dames. 

The  students  of  medicine  who  recently  petitioned  the 
Council  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Dablin,  to  revoke 
the  appointment  of  a  lady  examiner  in  midwifery  have  bsen 
informed  that  their  request  cannot  be  granted,  and  that  the 
Council  have  neither  the  power  nor  inclination  to  review  the 
selection. 

The  Hydrophobia-curer  cannot  Recover  Fees. 

Philip  M.  Govern,  a  county  Cavan  "  hydroohobia  doctor," 
last  week  processed  the  Guardians  of  the  Ballymena  Union 
to  recover  61.  expenses  in  the  treatment  and  cure  of  a 
patient  sent  to  him  suffering  from  dcg-bite.  Witness  said 
he  was  tbe  sole  possessor  of  a  cure  for  hydrophobia,  the 
secret  of  which  had  been  in  the  possession  of  his  family  for 
over  300  years,  and  the  use  of  which  had  b;en  successful  in 
all  cases  treated.  The  Guardians  admitted  making  use  of 
the  plaintiff's  cure,  but  refused  to  pay  on  the  ground  that 
Mr.  Govern  was  a  farmer  and  not  a  registered  physician,  and 
as  such  had  no  right  to  charge  fees.    The  County  Court 
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Judge  concurred.  The  plaintiff,  he  said,  was  admittedly  not 
a  doctor,  and  he  therefore  was  not  entitled  to  recover  fees. 

"  An  Innocent  Abroad." 

John  Darcy,  the  Dablin  chemist  and  druggist  who  a  short 
time  ago  absconded  from  Ireland  subsequent  to  his  adjudi- 
cation as  a  bankrupt,  leaving  bis  three  shops  derelict  and  his 
affairs  in  chaos,  has  re  appeared  in  the  Capetown  Police  Court 
as  the  complainant  in  a  charge  of  theft  against  a  man  named 
Moore,  whom  he  accused  of  stealing  from  him  a  bag  of  gold 
containing  120Z.  It  was  the  old  story  of  drink  and  the  too  osten- 
tatious display  of  his  money,  which  was  taken  from  him  during 
a  drunken  sleep.  Darcy  was  severely  cross-questioned  by  the 
solicitor  for  the  accused.  He  denied  that  he  travelled  out 
under  an  alias  to  escape  arrest,  or  that  he  commissioned 
the  accused  to  hire  a  private  boat  to  enable  him  to  land 
before  the  vessel  arrived  in  the  docks.  He  did  so  arrive, 
however.  He  admitted  that  he  carried  on  a  drug  and 
chemical  business  in  Dablin,  and  had  two  branches.  His 
creditors  knew  he  had  left  Ireland,  and  his  business  was  still 
going  on.    The  further  hearing  was  adjourned. 

The  Birr  Union  Medicine-contract. 

Dr.  T.  J.  Stafford,  Local  Government  Board  Inspector, 
opened  an  inquiry  at  the  Birr  Workhouse  regarding  the  con- 
tract for  the  supply  of  medicines  to  the  Union,  which  was 
given  in  March  last  to  Mr.  Henry  Vincent  Goldon,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  Parsonstown,  although  his  tender  was  the 
highest.  The  first  witness  was  Mr.  Henry  Dooly,  Clerk  to 
the  Board,  who  explained  that  the  contract  was  for  three 
years.  In  March  tenders  for  the  medicine  were  received 
from  Mr.  Goldon  ;  Messrs.  Harrington,  Cork ;  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall,  and  Messrs.  P.  A.  Leslie  and  Co.,  Dablin ;  Mr. 
Clarke,  Bslfast;  and  Mr.  O'Ryan,  Tipperary.  Dr.  Woods,  at 
the  request  of  the  Guardians,  supplied  a  list  of  74  medicines 
most  frequently  in  use.  Witness,  taking  those  items  out 
in  the  tenders  of  the  six  firms,  found  it  resulted  as 
follows: — That  for  the  74  articles  Goldon's  price  was 
61.  17s.  8d. ;  Harrington's,  51.  8s.  ;  Apothecaries'  Hall, 
4Z.  10s.  Id.  ■  Clarke,  4Z.  2s.  2d. ;  O'Ryan,  31.  14*.  8d  ;  and 
Leslie,  31  lis  6\d.  The  following  resolution  was  unani- 
mously adopted  by  the  Gaardians  : — 

That,  considering  the  importance  of  having  a  contractor  who  gives 
satisfaction  living  in  the  union,  whereby  the  medical  officers  need 
only  order  small  quantities  of  medicine  at  a  time,  thus  avoiding  the 
risk  of  losses  from  damp  or  other  causes,  and  can  in  urgent  cases 
obtain  what  they  require  almost  at  once,  we  hereby  accept  the 
tender  of  Mr.  Henry  Y.  Goldon,  of  Duke  Street,  Parsonstown. 

Taking  an  average  of  five  years  this  three  years'  contract 
of  Mr.  Goldon  would  amount  to  705Z. 

Inspector :  Then,  comparing  Mr.  Goldon's  tender  with 
that,  of  the  lowest  contractor,  it  would  mean  a  difference  of 
300Z.  to  the  Union  1 

Witness  explained  that  if  the  selected  items  were  a  fair 
average  of  the  whole  it  would  amount  to  about  that,  but  there 
were  many  qualifying  considerations. 

Mr.  Sweeny,  solicitor  (appearing  for  Mr.  Goldon),  asked 
witness  to  read  a  number  of  contrasted  items,  and  the  fol- 
lowing were  read  : — Epsom  salts :  Goldon,  5s.  a  cwt. ;  Leslie, 
lOd.  a  cwt.  Cod-liver  oil :  Goldon,  8s.  a  gallon ;  Leslie, 
2s.  3d.  a  gallon.  Qainine :  Goldon,  2s.  an  oz. ;  Leslie,  9d.  an 
oz.    Spirit  of  wine:  Goldon,  20s  a  gallon  ;  Leslie,  14s. 

Mr.  S  weeny :  They  tender  for  Roscrea  Union  at  10s. ;  it 
would  not  pay  the  duty. 

Mr.  Dooly,  continuing,  said  that  for  the  last  twenty-five 
years  Mr.  Goldon  or  his  family  had  had  the  medical  contract, 
with  a  break  of  two  years  when  Messrs.  Leslie  had  it,  and 
daring  that  time  a  doctor  in  the  Ferbane  district  having 
ordered  some  poor  man's  plasters  and  made  a  mistake  in  the 
amount,  Messrs.  Leslie  sent  down  such  a  supply  that  it  had 
to  b3  carried  to  Ferbane  in  floats. 

Mr.  James  Dooly  said  the  Guardians  considered  that 
Messrs.  Leslie  could  not  possibly  supply  some  of  the  articles 
in  their  tender  at  the  prices  they  named,  such  as  Epsom 
salts  and  linseed-meal.  They,  therefore,  had  no  confidence 
in  their  offer,  and  they  gave  the  contract  to  a  contractor  of 
whom  they  had  knowledge  and  experience. 

The  Earl  of  -Rosse,  K.P.,  chairman  of  the  board  when 
Mr.  Goldon's  tender  was  accepted,  said  that  when  a  Dublin 
contractor  obtained  the  contract,  the  workhouse  and  dis- 


pensary doctors  complained  of  the  inconvenience  of  not 
having  the  contractor  close  at  hand.  He  was  not,  however, 
prepared  to  defend  the  course  tba^  had  been  taken  on  this 
occasion. 

Mr.  S.  R  Cruise,  another  gnardian,  also  gave  evidence; 
and  Mr.  Henry  Dooly,  the  cleik,  having  replied  to  some 
questions,  the  Inspector  said  he  had  been  very  much  struck 
with  the  great  care  with  which  Mr.  Dooly  had  p;one  through 
all  the  forms,  aid  the  manner  in  which  he  had  checked  the 
orders,  carefully  guarding  himself  against  certifying  the 
items  on  the  ex  ra  list. 

Dr.  Goldon,  the  dispensary  doctor  f3r  Killyan,  and  his 
brother,  Mr.  Goldon,  the  contractor,  were  both  examined  at 
great  length  in  reference  to  the  ordering  of  medicine  and 
drugs.  The  latter  was  principally  examined  in  reference  to 
the  ordering  of  extra  medicines,  and  he  admitted  that  his 
charges  for  several  things  on  the  extra  list,  when  compared 
with  the  catalogues  of  wholesale  houses,  appeared  to  [have 
been  mistaken. 

Mr.  Charles  Wright,  who  represented  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall,  was  examined,  and  said  his  firm  were  prepared  to 
supply  all  the  articles  they  had  contracted  for  at  the  prices 
mentioned  in  the  contract,  and  of  the  best  quality. 

The  inquiry  then  concluded. 


In  a  Solitary  Place. 

The  nearest  town  to  Spean  Bridge  is  Fort  William,  and  to 
the  casual  visitor  there  seems  little  population  in  the  district. 
But  they  need  medicine.  The  parish  of  Kilmonivaig  has,  there- 
fore, made  arrangements  for  Mr.  Peter  MacFarlane,  chemist, 
of  Fort  William,  to  open  a  dispensary  twice  a  week  at  the 
Bridge,  and  Dr.  Miller  has  volunteered  that  he  or  one  of  his 
assistants  will  attend  on  these  dates.  This  will  save  the 
people  the  weary  walk  to  Fort  William. 

Chemists  at  Golf. 

The  golfing  saction  of  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacy  Athletic 
Club  held  their  monthly  competition  on  the  Braids  for  the 
"  Dick  Handicap  Challenge  Medal,"  on  Friday  and  Saturday 
last,  when  Mr.  J  ihn  Greig  was  again  the  winner,  with  the 
score  of  92  less  2  =  90. 

Smith's  Staff  Enjoy  Themselves. 

The  emplojes  of  the  Dake  Street  warehouse  and  office  of 
T.  &  H.  Smith  &  Co.  held  their  annual  picnic  on  Saturday 
last.  Driving  by  way  of  Kirknewton,  through  beautiful 
scenery,  the  party  encamped  at  Leith  Head,  a  charming  spot 
on  the  north-we3t  slope  of  the  Pentland  Hills.  Cricket, 
football,  tog-of-wir,  and  other  sports  were  interspersed  with 
the  fixtures  of  the  picnic  proper,  and  the  company  returned 
to  town,  via  Juniper  Green  at  10  p.m. 

Will  they  be  Worsted  P 

There  appears  to  be  a  run  on  the  old  Border  town  of 
Hawick,  no  fewer  than  three  shops  having  been  taken  since 
March  of  this  year  for  new  drug- businesses.  One  of  these 
has  been  opened  in  Bridge  Street ;  the  second  at  47  High 
Street,  just  opposite  one  chemist's  shop  and  a  few  doors 
from  another,  is  being  fitted  up  ;  while  the  third  is  in  the 
West-end  of  the  town.  Considering  that  the  population  of 
Hawick  is  distinctly  lower  than  it  was  in  1891,  it  augurs 
bad  for  somebody  that  the  pharmacies  are  this  year  being 
increased  by  50  per  cent.,  particularly  as  prices  are  much 
cut  already. 
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{From  our  Paris  Correspondent.") 


A  New  School  of  Phabmacy  is  to  be  erected  at  Bor- 
deaux, and  the  Municipal  Council  of  that  town  seems  pre- 
pared to  vote  a  considerable  sum  for  the  purpose. 

The  Society  fob  the  Encouragement  of  National 
Industry  held  its  annual  meeting  in  Paris  last  Thursday, 
when  the  usual  distribution  of  piizes  was  made.  Amongst 
the  recipients  were  Mme.  L°gary,  a  widow,  who  received  the 
Fourcaoe  priza  of  l.OOOf.  (4(K  )  in  iecognition  of  her  sixty-six 
years  of  service  as  a  worker  at  Ihe  Pharmacie  Centrale  de 
France.  M.  Effront  received  the  Parmentier  prize  for  his 
researches  in  connection  with  alcoholic  fermentations  ;  M. 
Lefevre  l,200f.  (48Z )  for  the  prize  of  chemical  aits ;  and  Dr. 
Castaing  obtained  the  Melsen's  priza  for  his  works  on  the 
subject  of  ventilation.  Medals  were  distiibuted  to  several 
foremen  and  workmen  who  have  been  employed  for  many 
years  in  one  establishment. 

Medicinal  Quinine  Wine.— The  judgment  in  favour  of 
M.  Meure,  pharmacieD,  Villeneme  d'Ormon,  Gironde,  who 
was  prosecuted  some  time  ago  by  i  he  French  Inland  Revenue 
Department  for  endeavouring  to  bring  quinine  wine  into 
Paris  without  pacing  the  city  due,  ha3  recently  been  appealed 
against  by  the  Inland  Revenue.  The  decision  is  reversed, 
and  M.  Meure  has  been  sentenced  to  a  fine  of  150f.  (61.)  for 
attempted  fraud,  and  the  incrim'nated  wine  has  been  con- 
fiscated. The  judgment  sets  forth  that  a  medicated  wine, 
such  as  the  quinine  wine  in  quest'on,  cannot  be  considered  as 
a  pharmaceutical  product  so  long  as  it  can  be  sold  currently 
in  ca'es  and  similar  establishments  as  an  aperitif  or  other- 
wise, as  is  so  usual  in  Paris  now.  This  decision  alters  all 
former  legislation  on  the  same  subject,  and  French  phar- 
maciens  can  scarcely  be  satisfied  to  allow  it  to  remain  as 
it  is. 

The  Action  of  the  Rontgen  Ravs  on  cebtain 
Microbes.— At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Paris  Academy  of 
Sciences  a  paper  by  M.  Lortet,  prcfessorat  the  Lyons  Faculty 
of  Medicice,  on  the  subject  of  the  action  of  the  Rontgen  rays 
on  certain  microbes,  was  read  by  M.  Chauveau.  After 
inoculating  snakes  with  the  Koch  bacillus,  M.  Lortet  sub- 
mitted the  point  of  inoculation,  after  a  lapse  of  several  dajs 
and  on  various  occasions,  to  the  x  rays.  He  has  found  that 
each  time  there  was  a  marked  improvement  in  the  general 
state  of  the  subject  submitted  to  the  experiment.  M. 
Chauveau  added  th  »t  he  reported  the  result  of  M.  Lortet's 
researches  under  all  reserve, but  mentioned  that  animals 
which  had  been  inoculated  but  not  subjected  to  the  Rontgen 
rays  suffered  the  usual  result  of  the  inoculation.  M. 
Berthelot  inquired  if  M.  Lortet  had  experimented  on  subjects 
suffering  from  erysipelas,  this  malady  presenting  superficial 
and  visible  manifestations ;  and  he  considered  that  it  would 
be  interesting  to  follow  the  evolutions  of  a  case  under  the 
influence  of  the  x  rays.  M.  Chauveau  could  not  say  if  such 
an  experiment  had  been  made,  and  he  considered  the 
researches  too  incomplete  jet  to  form  a  definite  opinion  upon 
them. 

An  Artist  on  Biology.— In  t  he  Amphitheatre  of  Che- 
mistry at  the  Sorbonne  a  large  decorative  composition  by  M. 
Besnard  has  just  been  inaugurated,  and  has  been  much 
admired.  The  painter  has  been  gcod  enough  to  explain  his 
work  as  follows  :_"  In  the  centre,  under  the  fertilising  sun, 
the  corpse  of  a  wcman  lies  amorgst  the  germs  of  plants. 
An  infant  is  nourishing  itself  at  one  of  her  breasts,  while 
from  the  other  flows  a  milk  which,  spreading  over  the 
terrestial  matter,  forms  a  river  of  life.  The  serpent, 
symbolising  the  mystery  of  generation,  is  rising  towards  the 
head  of  the  corpse,  around  the  lips  of  which  hover  butter- 
flies, the  companions  of  all  rotti  nness  and  purveyors  of 
germs.  To  the  right,  the  human  couple,  dominating  Nature, 
their  future  domain,  descend  towards  the  river  of  life  which 
flows  in  the  distance  towards  the  left  of  the  painting.  There, 
amongst  the  disorder  of  a  cataclysm,  are  amassed  human 
debris,  which  are  being  carried  by  the  river  to  a  gulf  of  fire. 
From  this  kiln  life  issues,  and  ccmpletes  the  symbol  of  the 
four  great  powers  of  N  Uure— viz.,  f  ir,  earth,  water,  and  fire  — 


the  principles  of  organic  chemistry,  which  have  created 
plants,  animals,  and  mankind  under  the  action  of  the  son." 

Statues  to  Pharmacists —At  the  Montpellier  School 
of  Pharmacy,  last  week,  the  unveiling  of  the  busts  of 
Berard,  Balard,  Gerbardt,  and  Chancel,  four  famous 
scientists  who  were  educated  there,  formed  an  imposicg 
function.  M.  Schutzanberger,  of  the  French  Institute, 
officially  represented  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  and 
M.  Gerard,  Rector  of  the  Paris  Academy,  was  also  present. 
The  latter,  in  his  speech,  mentioned  that  he  had  succeeded 
Balard  at  the  College  of  France.  Dr.  Mairet  sketched  the 
life  of  Berard,  M.  Jearijean  (Director  of  the  Montpellier 
School)  referred  to  Balard's  life-work,  and  M  de  Forcrand 
(professor  of  chemistry)  traced  the  careers  of  Gerbardt  and 
Chancel.  The  busts  have  been  erected  in  the  courtyard  of 
the  Academy  of  Sciences,  near  to  the  Institute  of  Chemistry. 
Balard's  career  was  the  most  romantic.  He  was  born  at 
Montpellier  in  1802,  his  parents  being  poor  vine-growers.  He 
studied  under  difficulties,  both  at  Paris  and  in  the  South. 
When  24  years  of  age  he  sprang  into  fame  by  discovering 
bromine.  When  studying  this  subject  he  would  leave  home 
with  a  crust  in  his  pocket  and  a  cloak  on  his  shoulders,  walk 
thirty  miles  to  reach  the  sea  coast,  and  remain  all  night  on 
the  shore  or  on  fever-stricken  marsh-land  to  make  his  obser- 
vations. He  at  length  became  professor  at  the  Sorbonne,  but 
his  Spartan- like  youth  had  taught  him  to  despise  elaborate 
laboratory-apparatus.  He  was  fond  of  declaring  that  a  good 
man  could  work  with  the  roughest  tools.  He  died  in  1878 
ia  a  house  just  opposite  where  the  present  Montpellier 
School  cf  Pharmacy  stands,  and  J.  B.  Dumas,  the  great 
chemist,  who  was  at  his  death-bed,  relates  that  almost 
his  last  words,  ai  he  glanced  towards  where  the  new 
building  was  to  be,  were,  "  Do  not  forget  I  also  was  a 
pharmacy  student." 

The  Society  of  Pharmacists  for  the  Manufacture 
of  Iodine,  referred  to  in  tbe  0.  Jf  D  of  June  13,  held  a 
general  meeting  of  its  shareholders  on  June  25,  at  the  Hotel 
des  Societes  Savantes,  Paris.  A  representative  of  this 
journal  presented  himself  at  the  hall,  but  was  refused 
admission,  the  proceedings  being  private.  He  was, however, 
able  to  obtain  a  few  particulars  from  M.  Fievet;,  the  Secre- 
tary, at  his  pharmacy,  53  Rue  Reaumur,  Paris,  shortly  after- 
wards. The  meeting,  the  Secretary  said,  was  merely  formal, 
the  principal  item  being  the  financial  report,  read  by 
M.  Blaize,  the  President  of  the  Society,  which  was  adopted. 
M.  Fievet  mentioned  that  they  commenced  the  business  of 
manufacturing  a  few  days  ago  at  the  works  near  St.  Renan. 
This  is  an  out-of-the-way  spot,  far  removed  from  any  line  of 
railway ;  but  it  is  otherwise  suitable,  as  seaweed  for  the 
manufacture  of  iodine  can  be  obtained  there  in  large 
quantities.  The  difficulties  of  getting  the  material  delivered 
were  exceptionally  great,  and  the  mode  resorted  to  was 
primitive.  The  machinery,  &c,  was  conveyed  by  ship  to 
St.  Renan,  being  there  transferred  to  light  barges,  which 
were  run  ashore  and  emptied  at  low  tide.  He  agreed  thar. 
the  shareholders  would  be  consoled  to  know  there  would  be 
more  facility  for  getting  the  manufactured  article  away  from 
the  works.  In  spite  of  these  hindrances  they  managed  to 
start  the  works  earlier  than  they  expected.  M.  Fievet  said 
he  regretted  that  this  scheme  for  the  co-operative  manufac- 
ture of  iodine  by  pharmacists  had  been  somewhat  unfavour- 
ably criticised  in  England.  He  added  that  the  object  of  the 
Society  is  not  to  cut  the  prices  fixed  by  the  Syndicate  ;  they 
want  merely  to  ensure  pharmacists  having  an  irreproachable 
article  at  a  reasonable  price.  They  aim  at  a  uniform 
standard  of  excellence,  whereas  the  syndicated  firm3  supply 
iodine  of  varying  qualities.  Toe  Cj-operative  Society  hopes 
to  come  to  a  friendly  arrangement  with  the  Syndicate  to 
avoid  competition  in  prices.

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Marriage  a  Failure. — Mrs.  M.  J.  Glover,  of  Cape  Town, 
has  obtained  a  decree  of  judicial  separation  from  her  husband, 
a  chemist,  by  reason  of  Ms  cruelty.  The  parties  had  been 
married  thirteen  years,  and  had  four  children. 

Business  Change— The  new  building  proposed  to  be 
erected  by  Messrs.  W.  E  Smith  &  Co  ,  the  Madras  chemists, 
for  their  branch  establishment  in  Bangalore,  is  said  by 
Indian  Engineering  to  be  very  fine,  as  the  architect  has  put 
it  ou  paper.    It  is  now  in  course  of  erection. 

Vegetable  v.  Aniline  Dyes.  —  "  Native  "  vegetable 
ryes  appear  to  be  coming  to  honour  again  in  parts  of  the 
East  ;  at  Angora,  in  Asia  Minor,  for  instance,  only  "  fast 
red  "  fabrics  being  now  imported  ready  dyed  from  Europe, 
all  other  toods  beirjg  dyed  in  the  country,  the  native  dyes 
beicg  found  far  more  durable  Iban  the  European  anilines. 
It  is  said,  in  fac>-,  that  coloured  yarns  imported  from  Europe 
are  often  re-djed  in  Asia  before  use. 

Corrosive  sublimate  Poisoning. — The  chief  physician 
of  the  German  squadron  in  the  Japanese  waters,  Dr.  Renvers, 
has  fallen  a  victim  to  a  dispensing  mistake  committed 
by  himself.  He  swallowed  a  sublimate  tablet  instead  of 
another  remedy  which  he  intended  to  take.  The  German 
pharmaceutical  papers,  in  calling  attention  to  this,  point  out 
that  in  the  German  navy,  unlike  that  of  other  countries, 
dispensing  is  done  exclusively  by  the  medical  men,  no 
pharmacists  being  employed  in  that  service,  and  suggests 
that  the  fatal  accident  to  Dr.  Renvers  should  lead  to  a  change 
in  ibis  practice.  [There  are  no  pharmacists  emplojed  as 
such  in  the  British  navy. — Ed] 

Advertising  to  Native  Chiefs. — A.  native  chief  of  the 
Gambia  colony  came  to  Mr.  Llewelyn,  the  British  Administrator 
at  Bathurst,  to  thank  him  for  sending  him  some  coral.  Mr. 
Llewelyn  knew  nothiDg  of  the  matter,  but  found,  upon 
inquiry,  that  "  even  head  chiefs  in  the  Gambia  Protectorate 
are  not  free  from  receiving  circulars  and  patterns.  Some 
enterprising  firm  in  Eogland,  who  deserve  success,  had  sent 
a- circular  with  a  sample  of  coral  to  this  head  chief,  and  he, 
not  understanding  one  word  of  the  circular,  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  Mr.  Llewelyn  had  sent  him  a  present  of  a 
piece  of  coral.  Oar  Administrator  records  this  as  the  first 
instance  of  a  circular  being  received  by  a  native  mandingo 
in  the  Gambia  Protectorate,  and  perhaps  as  a  sign  of  social 
progress ;  and  ha  suggests  that  advertisers  should  send  out 
a  diz;n  copies  of  illustrated  catalogues  to  him,  as  be  knows 
where  and  bow  to  distribute  them,  and  they  would  therefore 
b8  more  likely  to  bear  Iruit  than  if  sent  direct  to  a  native 
head  chief." 

Dr.  Adamkiewiz,  Professor  of  Medicine  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Cracow,  in  Austria,  has  been  deliberately  deprived 
of  his  honorary  position  as  corresponding  member  of  the 
Medical  Society  of  Vienna.  This  course,  which  is  without 
precedent  in  the  history  of  medicine,  has  created  a  great 
deal  of  excitement  in  medical  circles  abroad.  The  reason 
assigned  to  it  is  the  following.  Professor  Adamkiewiz  has 
long  been  at  daggers  drawn  with  all  the  principal  professors 
of  medicine  in  Vienna,  whom  he  accused  of  having 
maliciously  placed  every  obstacle  in  the  way  of  obtaining 
proper  recognition  for  a  supposed  ramedy  for  cancer  dis- 
covered by  him.  Dr.  Adamkiewiz  calls  his  remedy  "  Can- 
croin,"  and  he  alleges  that  the  medical  faculty  has 
used  its  influence  in  endeavouring  to  deprive  him  of  the 
legitimate  fruits  of  his  discovery.  The  correspondence 
relating  to  the  matter  has  been  submitted  to  the  full  session 
of  the  Medical  Society,  after  which  the  decision  mentioned 
above  was  arrived  at. 

Setting  Back  the  Clock  op  Pharmacy. — The  Danish 
Saoitary  College,  or  Baard  of  Health,  has  issued  a  circular 
to  all  the  pharmacists  in  Denmark,  calling  attention  to  the 
growing  ha  lib  of  ordering  ready-made  galenicals  from  home 
aad  foreign  manufacturers,  and  pointing  out  that  the  use 
of  any  galenicals  other  than  those  male  in  the  pharmacist's 
own  laboratory  is  illegal.  The  circular  enumerates  various 
"dangers"  larking  in  the  newfangled  method  of  having 
one's  pharmaceutical  cookery  done  off  the  premises.  First 


of  all  there  is  no  guarantee  that  the  articles  have  been  pre- 
pared according  to  precept.  There  is  a  tendency  to  test 
them  but  perfunctorily.  The  official  dispensing-tariff  is 
based  upon  the  supposition  that  the  pharmacist  dispenses 
his  own  preparations.  The  habit  of  buying  things  ready- 
made  degrades  the  chemist  to  a  mere  retailer,  and  renders 
it  impossible  for  him  to  fulfil  his  obligations  of  instructing 
his  apprentices  into  the  art  and  mystery  of  compounding. 
Hence  the  pharmacists  are  ordered  to  prepare  for  themselves 
all  galenicals  of  which  the  mode  of  preparation  is  given  in 
the  Danish  Pharmacopoeia,  and  to  keep  a  laboratory-book, 
with  full  particulars  of  the  work  done,  to  be  shown  to  the 
pharmacy- inspector  when  called  for. 

Dispensing  Difficulties  in  Germany. — A  German 
apotheker  propounds  the  following  interesting  problem  to 
the  Pharmaccutische  Zeitung.  In  the  city  in  which  he 
carries  on  his  business  there  is  a  young  medical  man  who  is 
a  morphinomaniac.  He  has  no  practice,  because  his  weakness 
is  known.  This  medical  man  almost  daily  enters  the  phar- 
macy with  the  following  prescription,  written  by  himself : — 
12  gr.  morphia  muriate,  in  four  doses  ;  6  gr.  morphia 
muriate,  in  two  doses ;  6  gr.  cocaine  muriate,  in  two  doses  ; 
and  chloral  hydrate  2|  drachms.  The  prescriptions  are 
written  entirely  in  accordance  with  the  law,  even  to  the  sign 
of  exclamation  which  in  Germany  indicates  the  doctor's 
knowledge  that  the  dose  prescribed  by  him  is  above  the 
tisual,  and  in  every  case  the  prescriptions  are  marked  with 
the  words  "  Suo  nomine."  The  chemist's  assistant,  arguing 
that  although  a  medical  man  has  the  right  to  prescribe — but 
that  this  right  may  not  be  abused  by  him — refused  to  dis- 
pense the  prescriptions  ;  and  his  chief  asks  the  editor  of  the 
paper  whether  that  course  is  the  right  one,  or  whether  he  is 
bound  by  law  to  fill  the  prescription  without  inquiring  into 
the  uses  to  which  it  is  put.  The  editor  replies  that  the 
apotheker  has  no  right  whatever  to  refuse  to  dispense  the 
prescription  in  question.  It  is,  in  fact,  his  duty  to  dispense 
anything  the  doctor  may  call  for,  so  long  as  the  prescription 
is  written  in  the  proper  form.  This,  he  says,  is  the  law ;  but 
he  admits  that  it  seems  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  a  case  such 
as  that  mentioned. 

Siberian  Pharmaceutical  Methods. — A  couple  of 
years  ago  or  so  Prof  ess  ir  Dragendorff,  who  had  filled  the 
chair  of  pharmacy  at  Dorpat — or  Jurjev,  to  give  the  city  its 
Rassianised  name — for  many  years  with  great  distinction, 
retired,  to  the  universal  regret  of  his  students,  ostensibly  on 
account  of  failing  health.  Probably  the  circumstance  that 
he  was  a  German  did  not  make  his  life  under  the  present 
Russian  regime  more  pleasant.  His  successor  is  not  only  a 
Russian,  bat  a  Siberian,  Kondakov  by  name,  whose  manners 
and  methods  seem  to  be  more  suited  to  Yakoutsk  than  to  a 
European  city.  Kondakov  is  not  a  pharmacist  at  all,  and  it 
is  said  that  at  his  first  lecture  on  pharmacognosy  he  failed 
to  recognise  a  specimen  of  ergot  of  rye  which  lay  before 
him  on  the  table.  He  seems  to  have  some  general  chemical 
knowledge,  however,  and  on  his  first  public  appearance  at 
Dorpat  made  himself  cordially  disliked  by  the  insulting  way 
in  which  he  referred  to  his  predecessor  and  his  disparaging 
remarks  about  pharmacy  generally.  He  next  became  in- 
volved in  polemics  with  Professor  Kobert,  his  Dorpat 
colleague,  and  Professor  Tichomirov,  of  Moscow,  the  last- 
named  finally  refusing  to  take  any  further  notice  of 
Kondakov.  At  a  recent  lecture  Kondakov  declared  that  his 
predecessor's  students  had  been  so  wretchedly  instructed 
that  none  of  them  could  be  safely  entrusted  with  analyses 
for  judicial  purposes.  This  sneer  provoked  a  storm  of 
hooting  and  catcalls,  interspersed  with  the  Russian  equiva- 
lent for  "  chuck  him  out "  and  more  classic  cries  of  "  Pereat 
Kondakov  1 "  Needless  to  say,  the  police  appeared  upon  the 
scene  and  arrested  all  the  students  on  whom  they  could  lay 
hands.  A  few  days  later  an  inquiry  was  held  before  the 
"Inspector  of  the  University,"  who  put  to  every  student 
these  questions: — "Were  you  at  Professor  Kondakov's 
lecture  on  such-  and-such  a  date  1 "  "  Did  you  hoot  him  1 " 
"If  you  had  been  at  the  lecture  would  jou  have  hooted 
him  ?  "  (sie  !).  Ninety-six  pharmaceutical  and  six  medical 
students  who  replied  in  the  affirmative  to  either  of  the  two 
last  questions  have  been  expelled  the  university.  Kondakov 
continues  to  lecture,  protected  by  four  stalwart  beadles. 
The  professor  is  said  to  be  a  favourite  of  Delianov,  the 
Russian  Minister  of  Public  Instruction. 
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COUNCIL  MEETING. 

THERE  seemed  to  be  little  business  for  the  Council  to  do 
on  Wednesday,  the  ageEda  being  a  light  one,  bat  twenty 
members  attended,  and  unexpectedly  the  proceedings  lasted 
until  the  lunch  hour.  Everything  was  of  a  routine  nature 
up  to  the  appointment  of  delegates  to  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  meeting  at  Liverpool,  when  Dr.  Cbatles 
Symes  distinguished  himself  by  getting  nearly  every  member 
present  to  agree  to  attend  the  meeting.  Mr.  Martindale, 
as  President  of  the  Conference,  spoke  for  a  good  meeting, 
holding  out  such  an  attractive  prospect  that  there  was  little 
left  for  Dr.  Symes  co  say,  but  he  mar  aged  to  indicate  that, 
weather  permitting,  the  Liverpool  meeting  will  be  a  record 
one.  After  this  the  Council  sat  for  some  time  in  private 
and  on  resuming,  the  President,  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  moved 
the  appointment  of  Dr.  J.  Normtn  Collie,  F  R.S.,  as 
Professor  of  Chemistry.  There  bad  been  sixteen  appli- 
cants for  the  post,  most  of  them  distinguished  chemists. 
Perhaps  it  was  the  knowledge  of  the  function  that  was  to 
follow  which  kept  back  comments  upon  the  new  professor  ; 
anyway,  no  one  spoke  other  than  the  President,  and  the 
appointment  was  unanimous,  for  any  difference  of  opinion 
had  been  arranged  privately.  Dr.  Collie  is  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  young  chemists  of  the  day,  and  has  been  a 
conspicuous  figure  in  the  Chemical  Society  for  a  decade. 
He  was  recently  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
London.  His  qualifications  are  more  fully  referred  to  else- 
where in  this  issue.  Following  Dr.  Collie's  appointment,  the 
President  presented  to  his  predecessor  on  behalf  of  his 
colleagues  and  Messrs.  Martin,  Schacht,  and  War/en, 
members  of  the  last  Council,  a  beautifully-illuminated  ad- 
dress, and  spoke  eloquently  acd  feelirgly  of  Mr.  Carteighe's 
services  to  pharmacy  and  the  Society. 


Business  commenced  a  few  minutes  after  11,  when  mos'; 
of  the  members  were  present,  or  ultimately  came  in,  except 
Mr.  Corder,  of  Norwich.  Mr.  Walter  Hills  presided,  and  Mr. 
John  Harrison  was  in  the  vice-chair.  The  minutes  were 
approved,  and.  as  arising  from  tbem,  the  President  men- 
tioned that  Professor  Attfield  had  written  tbanking  tbe 
Council  for  their  resolution  of  last  mcnth,  and  saying  that 
his  love  and  loyalty  to  the  Society  would  never  cease. 
Several  persons  were  elected  to  the  Society,  acd  Mr.  William 
Paterson,  High  Street,  Romford,  had  his  name  restored  to 
the  regit  ter.

The  President  said  there  was  nothing  in  the  account  to 
explain  except  that  they  expected  a  certain  mm  for  the 
Donation  Account,  which  they  would  add  to  the  turn  now  in 
hand  for  a  suitable  investment.

dealt  with  four  case-".  One  wa9  not  entertained  acd  grants 
of  10/  each  were  given  to  the  others. 

Tbe  President  mentioned  that  he  had  received  a  donation 
of  11  from  tbe  London  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association, 
which  was  a  pleasure,  because  it  was  a  proof  of  the  interest 
which  the  younger  members  of  the  trade  took  in  one  of  the 
best  works  that  the  Council  carries  on.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Miscellanea. 

In  regard  to  the  Library,  &a.-t  report,  the  President  found 
himself  unable  to  say  anything,  there  was  so  little  in  it. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  communicated  the  names  of  the  North 
British  Branch  Executive,  as  given  in  our  last  issue. 

Mr.  Carteighe,  as  Chairman  of  the  Burroughs  Memorial 
Committee,  handed  to  the  President  the  deed  of  lrn»t  for  the 
Memorial  Scholarship,  mentioning  that  Messrs.  Fmx,  the 
solicitors,  had  not  charged  a  fee. 

Mr.  H.  A.  Jowett,  B  Sc  ,  applied  for  the  Research  fellow-' 
ship,  which  was  heartily  granted,  the  President  and  Mr. 
Carteighe  adding  some  complimentary  phrases  regarding 
Mr.  Jowett,  who  is  an  ex-Bell  and  Redwood  scholar,  acd 
assistant  in  the  Research  Laboratory. 

The  Conference 

Mr.  Martindale  moved  that  the  deputation  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  the  Biitish  Pharmaceutical  Conference  at 
Liverpool  on  July  27  should  consist  of  the  President,  Vice- 
President,  Treasurer,  and  Messrs.  Allen,  Atkins,  Bates ^n, 
Carteighe,  Cross,  Grose,  Johnston,  Martindale,  Newthaltne, 
Park,  Savory,  Southall,  Symes>,  and  Yourg  As  P/e-idsnt  of 
the  Conference,  Mr.  Mariindale  said  this  Liverpool  is  doing 
its  best  to  give  everyone  who  attends  a  hearty  welcome  He 
remembered  the  last  meeting  there  in  1870,  and  how  hospit- 
ably they  were  received,  and  was  snre  there  would  be  no 
falling  behind  this  year.  It  was,  he  thought,  tbe  duty  0I 
the  Council  to  attend  as  a  body,  and  to  get  as  many  of  thei" 
friend3  as  possible  to  attend,  for  ihe  Conference  was  cae  of 
the  best  feeders  of  the  Society,  and  most  of  iis  rriemb;^  were 
loyal  members  of  the  Society.  The  Conference  did  much  good 
in  its  peregrinations  by  giviDg  them  an  opportunity  oF  meeting 
friends  whom  they  would  seldom  see  0  .herwLe.  The(  o  .feracci 
would  begin  on  Monday,  Jaly  27,  with  h  recepii  in  ia  trje 
Walker  Art  Gallery.  The  next  day  the  scientific  work 
would  begin,  bat  there  would  be  pleasant  excu'Mons — 004 
up  the  river  as  far  as  the  Mftncb^stP'-  Ship  Citial  and  back 
to  Liverpool  Bay,  if  possible.  Oa  Wednesday  they  would 
visit  Kaowsley  and  the  watch- factory  at  Prescot — they  had 
not  had  the  chance  of  visiting  anything  like  that  before. 
The  Thursday  excursion  would  be  to  the  ancient  city  of 
Chester,  Hawarden,  and  other  delightful  places.  The 
programme  was,  therefore,  a  good  one,  and  he 
hoped  members  would  make  it  their  duty  to  attend, 
with  their  wives.  He  especially  hoped  ttiat  there 
would  be  a  large  attendance  of  Lidies,  as  the 
Liverpool  committee  were  matin r  special  arrangements 
for  them,  providir  g  a  room  in  tae  University  College  where 
they  could  get  a  cap  of  tea  at  aDy  time,  and  such  assistance 
as  might  be  necessary  from  special  attendants.  He  had 
noticed,  at  similar  meetings  in  America,  that  ladiesj  pre- 
dominated, and  trusted  that  at  Liverpool  they  would  have  a 
similar  experience.    (Hear,  bear.) 

Dr.  Symes  said  that  Mr.  Martindale  had  left  him  little  to 
add,  but  he  said  that  the  local  committee  were  usiEg  all 
their  endeavours  to  make  the  arrangements  go  smoothly, 
and  were  anxious  that  the  meetirjg  would  be  as  hearty  as 
the  one  twenty-five  years  ago.  In  regard  to  the  visit  to  the 
watch-factory,  he  said  the  feeling  of  the  local  committee 
was  that  they  were  always  amongst  chemicals,  and  that  this 
would  be  a  nice  change.  The  factory  was  tbe  only  one 
in  the  country  where  watches  were  made  in  theii: 
entirety.  It  was  a  new  factory,  a  revived  indostry  in  fact, 
and  900  hands  were  employed.    He  was  told  that  they  pit  ia 
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bar  silver  at  one  ec  d  of  a  machit  e  and  it  came  out  watch-  cases 
at  the  other.  (A  laugh.)  He  hoped  many  would  attend  the 
Conference  for  the  sake  of  loyalty.  The  last  time  Liveipool 
was  visited  there  had  been  a  large  increase  of  membership. 
He  forgot  the  exact  number — IcO  or  something  

Mr.  Martindalb  :  It  increased  from  600  to  1.300. 

Dr.  Simes  was  glad  to  hear  that  it  was  more  than  he 
thought. 

The  President  hoped  that  all  this  eloquence  would  not 
be  thrown  away,  and  that  Mr.  Marticdale  would  be  well  sup- 
ported. The  Pharmaceutical  Confereice  had  done  and  was 
doing  good  work.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  Symes  mentioned,  after  an  interval,  during  which 
the  General  Purposes  Committee's  report  was  considered 
privately,  that  early  application  should  be  made  for  rooms 
in  the  Adelpbi  Hotel,  as  a  Weslejan  Conference  is  to  be 
held  in  Liverpool  at  the  same  time  with  the  Adelphi  as 
headquarters. 

Mr.  Carteighe  said  he  knew  the  hotel  as  a  very 
comfortable  house,  and  it  was  almost  worth  while  going  to 
Liverpool  to  stay  in  it. 

Appointment  of  a  Professor. 

The  President  moved  that  Dr.  J.  Norman  Collie,  F  R.S , 
lecturer  in  organic  chemistry  at  London  University  College, 
should  be  appointed  Professor  of  Chemistry  in  the  Society's 
school,  the  appointment  to  date  from  October  1,  1896.  He 
explained  that  the  sub-committee  had  advertised,  and  had 
received  sixteen  applications  for  the  position,  and  amongst 
them  were  men  of  considerable  eminence,  several  of  them 
being  specially  qualified.  The  difficulty  was  in  selecting  the 
right  man,  and  after  great  thought  they  had  come  to  the 
) evolution  referred  to,  which  was  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Purposes  Committee.  There  were  other  matters 
regarding  the  school  which  the  sub-committee  had  yet  to 
settle  such  as  fees  ;  but  as  to  these  things  a  scheme  would 
be  submitted  at  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  BATE90N  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  a3opted 
nem.  con. 


PRESENTATION  TO  MR.  CARTEIGHE. 
The  foregoing  deals  with  the  public  business  of  the 
Council,  ana  as  soon  as  Dr.  Collie's  appointment  had  been 
concluded, 

The  President  said  there  was  still  a  little  business  to 
perform,  in  which  late  members  of  the  Council  were  inte- 
rested—viz., Mr.  Schacht  and  Mr.  Warren — and  as  he  under- 
stood that  they  were  in  the  building,  he  would  ask  them  to 
come  in. 

Mr.  Warren  at  once  responded,  and  the  heartiness  with 
which  he  was  received  indicated  how  highly  the  Council 
think  of  him.  Mr.  Schacht  arrived  a  few  minutes  too  late 
to  take  part  in  the  proceedings. 

The  President  then  said  that  by  the  kindness  of  his 
colleagues  he  had  a  duty  to  perform  which  he  should  have 
preferred  someone  more  eloquent  than  himself  would  have 
undertaken,  but  it  was  desirable  that  it  should  be  done  by 
the  President  of  the  Society.  He  was  desired  by  the 
Council  to  ask  Mr.  Carteighe  to  accept  a  little  address  pre- 
pared for  him,  and  which  he  read — viz. : 

To  Michael  Carteighe,  for  the  past  fourteen  years  President  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  a  loyal,  disinterested,  and  distinguished 
advocate  of  Phartnaceutisal  progress,  and  of  the  best  interests  of  the 
Society. 

We,  your  colleagues,  knowing  well  the  signal  valu3  of  the  services  you 
have  rendered,  in  so  many  and  divers  ways,  desire  to  mark  the  occasion  of 
jour  retirement  from  the  Presidential  Chair  by  asking  you  to  accept  the 
most  cordial  expression  of  our  esteem,  friendship,  and  goodwill.

This  address,  engrossed  on  illuminated  vellum  and  bound 
in  green  Levant  leather,  relieved  by  some  beautiful  tooling 
and  lined  with  white  watered  silk,  was  handed  by  the 
President  to  Mr.  Carteighe,  who  remained  standing  while 
the  President  continued  his  speech.  In  rather  feeling 
sentences  the  President  asked  Mr.  Carteighe  to  accept  the 
address,  and  he  wished  him  long-continued  health  and 
happiness.  Some  great  man  had  said  that  every  man  was  a 
debtor  to  his  calling,  but  he  felt  that  with  pharmacy  and 
Michael  Carteighe  the  debt  was  due  to  the  latter. 
From  the  time  that  he  had  taken  the  Pereira 
medal  to  that  moment  he  had  spent  his  time  in  the  service 
of  l hs  Pharmaceutical  Society,  culminating  in  the  fourteen 
years'  presidency  to  which  the  address  referred.  The 
remarkable  zeal  and  ability  with  which  he  had  held  that 
c  I'lice  had  been  united  with  a  characteristic  which  he  could 
only  express  as  bonhomie,  and  which  in  him  had  lightened 
the  work  of  his  colleagues,  inspired  confidence,  and  secured 
their  esteem  and  regaid.  They  desired  thus  publicly  to 
recognise  his  services ;  and  while  there  was  no  one  of  them 
better  known  in  the  provinces  than  Mr.  Carteighe,  there 
were  many  in  the  trade  who  bad  not  ccme  in 
contact  with  him,  and  by  this  means  and  through 
the  Press  they  wished  such  to  koow  the  man  himself.  The 
Chairman  of  the  North  British  Branch  had  said  last  week : 
"  When  Mr.  Carteighe  first  came  to  Scotland  be  was  regarded 
with  something  like  suspicion,  and  for  a  time  there  was  some- 
thing like  misunderstanding  and  antagonism.  But  as  time 
passed  and  opportunities  for  personal  intercourse  were 
multiplied  all  such  ideas  vanished.  His  sincerity  and  un- 
exampled ability  won  their  admiration,  and  now  he  felt  sure 
Mr.  Carteighe  had  no  warmer  friends  anywhere  than  in 
Scotland."  (Hear,  hear.)  The  Council  wanted  the  trade  to 
know  what  a  good  fellow  Mr.  Caite'ghe  if,  and  while  they 
thanked  him  for  the  past,  and  hoped  that  they  would  still 
have  the  benefit  of  his  abilities,  their  every  prayer  was 
that  he  might  have  a  long  life  and  continued  activity. 
(Applause  ) 

Mr.  Carteighe  said :  This  is  distinctly  a  surprise.  I  am 
not  generally  considered  weak,  especially  when  I  have  an 
attack  to  meet,  but  here  there  is  no  attack.  There  is  one 
thing  that  I  cannot  stand  against,  and  that  is  such  expres- 
sions of  affectionate  regard  as  you  have  now  given  me. 
Gentlemen,  I  can  say  no  more.    I  thank  you. 

These  few  words  were  spoken  under  a  stress  of  deep 
feeling,  and  the  most  fitting  applause  was  the  silence  which 
ensued.

Besides " — with  a 
quiet  smile— "people  are  more  likely  to  be  interested  in 
what  I  have  done  than  in  my  looks.  Here  is  a  copy  of  my 
application  and  testimonials,  from  which  you  can  glean  the 
principal  facts  in  my  career."  And  taking  one  from  a 
goodly  heap  of  documents  on  the  laboratory-table,  he  went 
on.  "  I  have  had  no  direct  pharmaceutical  experience, 
but,  as  you  will  see,  I  have  long  been  engaged  in  teaching, 
and  that,  I  take  it,  will  continue  to  be  my  principal  occu- 
pation at  Bloomsbury  Square.

work  there.  At  present  I  am  still  engaged  in  research-work 
connected  with  helium  and  argon,  on  which  I  have  been 
working  with  Professor  Kamsay.  That,  it  is  true,  though  of 
great  scientific  interest,  is  not  as  yet  of  much  practical 
value."  And  with  that — as  the  curriculum  vita  of  the  new 
professor  is  given  at  length  in  his  letter  of  application,  and 
Dr.  Collie's  natural  repugnance  to  anything  savouring  of 
self-advertisement  is  an  obstacle  to  the  acquisition  of  his 
photograph — our  representative  took  his  leave,  bearing  with 
him  the  vivid  impression  of  a  quiet,  unassuming,  tall,  spire 
gentleman  just  at  the  halfway  post  on  the  road  of  life,  but 
whose  dark  hair  is  already  getting  silvery  at  the  temples. 
Dr.  Collie  has  a  decidedly  pleasant  voice,  a  low,  but  cleir, 
manner  of  expression.  H's  somewhat  sallow  face  is  clean- 
shaven, his  nose  is  of  the  long,  thin  type  associated  with 
determination  and  mental  power,  his  forehead  low,  and  bis 
clear  blue  eyes  of  a  dreamy  expression.  The  new  professor's 
reFusal  to  allow  bis  counterfeit  presentment  to  appear  in 
print  will,  our  representative  trusts,  be  accepted  by  him  as 
an  excuse  for  the  publication  of  these  personal  details. 

The  first  fact  in  Dr.  J.  Norman  Collie's  career,  as  in  that 
of  other  men,  was  his  birth.  That  occurred  thirty-six  years 
ago,  in  Cheshire  He  was  educated  at  Charterhouse  School, 
and  afterwards  at  Clifton  College  and  at  University  College, 
Bristol.  In  the  last-named  institution  he  studied  chemistry 
under  Professor  E  A.  Lslts,  and  obtained  the  scholarship  for 
chemistry.  In  1879  Mr.  Collie  assisted  Professor  Letts  in  the 
preparation  of  various  Gilchrist  lectures,  and  in  practical 
classes  held  by  the  professor  at  Stroud.  Professor  Letts  appre- 
ciated his  pupil's  work  so  much  that,  when  appointed  to  the 
Chair  of  Chemistry  at  Q  een's  College,  Belfast,  he  asked 
Mr.  Collie  to  accompany  him  thither  as  his  assistant.  Mr. 
Collie  accepted,  and  resided  in  Belfast  for  two  years,  assisting 
Professor  Letts  in  his  oiiginal  work  as  well  as  in  his  teaching. 
In  1882  Mr.  Collie  went  to  Germany,  where,  after  studying  a 
year  under  Professor  Wislicenus  a:  Wu>zburg  Lniversity,  he 
took  the  degree  of  Pn.  D.  Magna  cum  laude.  With  that  distinc- 
tion he  repatriated,  and  became  lecturer  on  chemistry  at  the 
Ladies'  College,  Cheltenham.  This  carries  us  down  to  the 
year  1887  when,  at  the  request  of  Professor  Ramsay,  he  became 
one  of  his  assistants  at  the  University  College.  There  his 
experience  has  been  varitd.  It  included  lecturing  on 
elementary  and  advanced  chemistry,  the  superintendence  of 
practical  classes  and  laboratory-work,  and  the  direction  of 
research.  Dr.  Collie  was  elected  an  F.R.S.  last  month  upon 
one  of  the  shortest  certificates  ever  submitted,  so  that  the 
Council  must  have  appreciated  his  worth.  He  is  also  an 
F.R.S.E.  and  an  F  C.S.,  and  has  served  on  the  Council  of  the 
last-named  body.  For  the  last  six  years  he  has  been 
assistant-professor  (a  cove' ed  and  rare  distinction)  at  Uni- 
versity College. 

Dr.  Collie's  application  was  backed  by  three  testimonials 
— from  Professor  Ramsay,  Professor  F.  W.  Oliver  (Dean  of 
the  Faculty  of  Science  of  University  College),  and  Mr.  A. 
Vernon  Harcourt  (President  of  the  Chemical  Society).  Want 
of  time,  Dr.  Collie  explains,  prevented  him  from  obtaining 
testimonials  from  foreign  friends. 

Professor  Rimsay  states  that  Dr.  Collie  is  an  excellent 
teacher  and  an  attractive  lecturer,  who  keeps  perfect  order 
in  his  classes,  and  that  for  the  best  of  reasons — because  he 
interests  his  audience.  Vox  the  same  reason  he  is  a  f  ivourite 
with  all  the  laboratory  students.  His  name  is  known  in  all 
European  laboratories  as  a  worker  of  the  first  order.  He 
has  shown  his  acquaintance  with  mineralogy  by  his  publica- 
tion in  that  branch.  There  are  few  inorganic  compounds  of 
which  he  has  not  a  specimen  in  his  collection,  prepared  by 
himself ;  and  if  his  labours  have  not  been  in  inorganic 
chemistiy,  it  is  merely  because  the  state  of  our  science 
demands  specialisation  if  a  worker  wishes  to  advance  the 
knowledge  of  his  subject.  Dr.  Collie  has  occupied  himself 
largely  with  such  organic  compounds  as  are  of  use  for  phar- 
maceutical purposes.  Finally,  Professor  Ramsay  declares 
that,  although  he  is  aware  that  the  Council  will  have  before 
them  the  names  of  many  other  gentlemen  whom  he  counts 
as  personal  friends,  yet  he  thinks  that  no  one  can  rival  Dr. 
Collie  in  having  had  experience  of  precisely  the  work, 
scientific  as  well  as  medical,  required  of  a  professor  at  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  that,  should  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  elect  Dr.  Collie  to  the  vacant  chair, 
they  will  secure  the  services  of  a  man  whom  they  can 
thoroughly  trust  as  a  teacher  and  as  an  administrator, 


and  who  will  greatly  add  to  the  reputation  of  their  labora- 
tories. 

Professor  Oliver,  Dean  of  London  University  College,  and 
Mr.  Vernon  Harcourt,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  write  of  him  in  similar  terms  of  appieciation. 

Dr.  Collie's  published  papers  on  chemical  subjects  are  thirty- 
three  in  number.  They  began  with  one  on  "  The  Celestine 
and  Bary to  celestine  of  Clifton,"  published  as  far  back  as 
1878  Tne  last  three  were  on  "The  Production  of  Naphtha- 
lene and  Isoquinolene  Derivatives  from  Dehydracetic  Acid  " 
(conjointly  with  N.  T.  M.  Wilsmore),  "On  the  Behaviour  of 
Argon  and  Helium  when  Submitted  to  the  Electric  Dis- 
cbarge "  (conjointly  with  Professor  W.  Ramsay),  and  on 
"  Helium  and  Argon  Experiments  which  have  Yielded  Nega- 
tive Results  "  (conjointly  with  Professor  W.  Ramsay). 

We  may  add  that  the  new  professor  i3  a  man  of  great 
personal  charm,  a  fluent  speaker,  with  the  power  of  making 
the  most  abstruse  facts  clear;  and  his  learning  is  such  that 
the  other  candidates  for  the  post  will  "  not  be  too  downcast 
at  being  beaten  by  such  a  good  man  as  Collie ' — which  is 
the  way  in  which  an  eminent  chemist  expressed  himself 
when  he  heard  of  the  appointment.

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COUNTY  COURT  CASES. 

The  Law  op  Sale  oe  Return. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  June  26,  before  Mr.  Registrar 
Wild,  a  number  of  chemists  were  summoned  by  Mr.  R.  H. 
Gate,  105  Park  Lane,  Stoke  Newington  (who  formerly 
carried  on  business  at  Gracechurch  Street,  E.C ,  as  agent 
for  an  Australian  firm  for  the  sale  of  eucalyptus  oil),  for  the 
recovery  of  trade-debts.  The  first  defendant  was  Mr.  Blount, 
chemist,  51a  High  Street,  Camden  Town,  who  was  summoned 
for  19s.  Qd.  for  eucalyptus  oil  supplied.  The  defendant  said 
the  oil  was  sent  to  him  on  sale  or  return.  He  had  since 
returned  it  to  the  plaintiff,  who  had  refused  to  take  the  oil 
back.  He  had  never  given  any  order,  and  he  knew  nothing 
about  the  matter  until  the  oil  was  delivered.  The  plaintiff's 
traveller  afterwards  called  on  him  and  said  the  goods  were 
sure  to  seli,  and  if  they  did  not  they  conld  be  returned.  The 
plaintiff,  in  answer  to  the  Registrar,  said  he  engaged  a  man 
to  go  round  to  the  customers  to  try  and  get  either  the  money 
or  the  goods  returned.  The  defendant  had  promised  to  send 
back  the  oil,  but  had  not  done  so  until  the  matter  was  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  solicitor.  Mr.  Registrar  Wild  said  he  was 
afraid  the  plaintiff  would  have  to  go  and  fetch  the  oil.  He 
was  of  opinion  that  as  between  the  plaintiff  and  defendant, 
upon  the  evidence  before  him,  there  had  been  no  actual  sale 
of  goods.  Therefore,  the  form  of  action  "  for  goods  sold 
and  delivered  "  was  wrong.  The  plaintiff  should  have  made 
a  demand  upon  the  defendant  in  writing  for  the  return  of 
the  goods  within  a  certain  time,  with  an  intimation  that  if 
not  returned  the  defendant  would  be  deemed  to  have  ac- 
cepted them.  As  the  matter  now  stood  the  defendant  was 
simply  an  agent,  and  was  entitled  to  return  the  goods.  The 
plaintiff  was  wrong  in  not  accepting  the  goods  when  returned 
by  the  defendant.  He  was  of  opinion  that  there  was  never 
any  intention  to  sell  the  goods  to  the  defendant,  but  that  the 
defendant  was  to  account  to  the  plaintiff  for  the  sales  made, 
and  to  return  the  balance.  Judgment  for  the  defendant, 
with  7s.  Qd.  costs. 


In  the  next  case  Mr.  Leach,  chemist,  21  Heath  Street, 
Hampstead,  was  sued  for  11.  0s.  Qd.  The  plaintiff  said  the 
position  was  exactly  similar  to  the  last  case,  and  judgment 
was  given  for  the  defendant,  with  7s.  Qd.  costs. 


Messes.  Davis  &  Son,  chemists,  carrying  on  business  at 
8  Prince's  Buildings,  Coventry  Street,  Piccadilly,  were  pro- 
ceeded against  for  11.  Is.  Qd.,  also  for  eucalyptus  oil.  The 
plaintiff  stated  that  he  called  at  the  defendant's  place  of 
business  and  saw  Mr.  Davis,  senior,  who  promised  to  return 
what  oil  he  bad  in  his  possession,  but  he  had  not  done  so. 
The  defendant's  representative  said  that  five  weeks  ago  they 
told  the  plaintiff  that  the  oil  was  at  his  disposal,  but  he  had 
not  sent  for  it.  Soon  after  delivery  of  the  goods  the  plaintiff 
asked  them  to  withhold  the  sale  of  them  owing  to  some 
dispute  with  the  Revenue  authorities.  The  terms  upon 
which  the  oil  was  sent  were  sale  or  return.  The  plaintiff 
said  he  had  requested  the  defendant  to  deliver  the  oil  to  the 
carriers  at  his  (plaintiff's)  expense.  Mr.  Registrar  Wild 
said  he  did  not  consider  that  there  was  any  onus  upon  the 
defendants  to  return  the  goods,  there  being  no  actual  duty 
cast  upon  the  defendants.  He  did  not  see  why  the  de- 
fendants should  be  called  upon  to  return  the  goods.  Strictly 
speaking,  the  defendants  were  not  bound  to  put  themselves 
at  all  out  of  the  way  in  the  matter.  The  plaintiff  would 
have  to  fetch  the  goods.  Judgment  for  the  defendants ; 
costs  5s. 


The  plaintiff  also  sued  Mr.  J.  H.  Morris,  chemist,  152 
Milton  Road,  Gravesend,  for  11.  Is.  Qd.  Mr.  Morris  said  he 
came  once  expressly  from  Gravesend  to  tender  the  oil  (which 
had  been  sent  him)  to  the  plaintiff's  office,  and  also  at  the 
office  of  his  solicitor.  He  had  since  handed  the  oil  to  Messrs. 
Carter,  Paterson  &  Co.,  and  the  plaintiff  had  refused  to 
accept  re-delivery  of  it.  Mr.  Registrar  Wild  said  the  plain- 
tiff was  entirely  wrong  in  this  case.  He  found  for  the  defen- 
dant, with  17s.  Qd.  costs. 


Me.  E.  Redwood  James,  chemist,  South  Kensington 
Station,  was  next  sued  for  Is.  Is.  Qd.  The  plaintiff  said 
he  asked  the  defendant  to  return  the  oil,  but  he  had  never 
done  so.  The  defendant  said  he  had  the  oil  in  court. 
He  never  ordered  it.  When  the  plaintiff's  traveller  called 
upon  him  he  said  the  plaintiff  was  going  to  advertise 
the  oil  largely,  and  if  he  (defendant)  would  allow  a 
little  space  for  the  goods  he  (the  traveller)  would  be  much 
obliged.  The  plaintiff  said  he  considered  he  was  doing  all 
that  could  be  expected  of  him  when  he  asked  the  defendant 
to  return  the  oil.  Mr.  Registrar  Wild  said  the  plaintiff  was 
talking  on  the  assumption  that  the  defendant  had  given  arr 
order  for  the  oil.  There  was  no  contract  for  the  sale  of  the 
oil,  and  there  would  bs,  as  before,  judgment  for  the  defen- 
dant, with  7s.  Qd.  costs. 


The  next  case  was  one  in  which  the  plaintiff  sued  Mr. 
K.  P.  Bell,  chemist,  335  King  Street,  Westminster,  for 
11.  0s.  9d.,  also  for  eucalpytus  oil.  The  plaintiff  said  the 
defeDd*nt  wrote  saying  the  oil  would  have  been  returned 
btf  jre,  but  that  it  had  been  overlooked.  When  the  oil  was 
sent  back  it  was  refused.  Mr.  Registrar  Wild  thought  this 
case  rather  worse  than  the  others  ;  but  the  result  was  the 
same. 


Me.  Samuel  Dean,  chemist,  321  Roman  Road,  Bow,  who 
was  sued  for  8s.  Qd ,  said  he  returned  the  oil  and  paid 
carriage ;  but  plaintiff  sent  it  back  again.  There  was  no 
doubt  about  the  goods  being  on  sale  or  return.  The  plain- 
tiff said  the  defendant  had,  since  the  oil  was  supplied, 
sold  his  business  and  stock  to  a  Mr.  Hill,  who  had  paid  the 
defendant  for  the  oil.  Mr.  Hill  had  told  one  of  his  (plaintiff's) 
representatives  so.  The  oil  was  not  given  up  for  that  reason. 
The  defendant  said  he  obtained  the  oil  from  the  previous 
proprietor  of  the  shop,  Mr.  Registrar  Wild  observed  that  at 
all  events  the  oil  was  still  the  property  of  the  plaintiff,  who 
could  ha^e  it  upon  application.  Judgment  for  the  defendant, 
with  7s.  Qd.  costs. 


Me.  G  Barnard,  chemist,  5CH  Mile  End  Road,  E.,  was  sued 
for  1Z.  Is.  Qd.  When  he  returned  the  oil,  he  said  he  was 
told  that  the  office  wa?  not  a  warehouse  and  that  the  tender 
was  bad.    Decision — same  as  in  last  case. 


Me.  W.  Fairs,  chemist,  386  Old  Ford  Road,  Bow,  was  sum- 
moned for  11.  8s  Qd.  He  had,  he  said,  returned  the  oil  as 
requested,  by  Carter,'  Paterson  &  Co.,  but  it  was  refused. 
He  was  allowed  7s.  Qd.  costs. 


The  sum  of  11.  Is.  Qd.  was  claimed  from  Mr.  S.  Grover, 
chemist,  3  Croxted  R>ad,  Dulwich.  He,  too,  had  returned 
the  goods,  but  they  were  not  taken  in.  Then  he  had  a 
letter  from  the  plaintiff's  solicitor  saying,  "  As  you  have 
chosen  to  keep  the  go  ids  for  such  a  length  of  time  my  client 
will  refuse  to  accept  delivery  of  them."  Judgment  for  the 
defendant,  with  7s.  Qd.  costs. 


Mr.  F.  Ceesswell,  chemist,  133  Burnt  Ash  Road,  Lee,  and 
Messrs.  Cresswell  &  Smith, chemists,  Norfolk  Terrace,  Sidcup, 
were  summoned  for  11.  Is.  Qi.  and  15s.  2d.  respectively.  The 
cases  were  similar  to  the  others,  and  both  defendants  were 
allowed  their  costs. 


Giving  Notice  to  Creditors  op  Business  Change. 

The  case  of  Herring  v.  Bainbridge  was  heard  in  the  City  of 
London  Court  on  Friday,  before  Mr.  Registrar  Wild.  The 
plaintiffs,  Messrs.  Herring  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists, 
40  Aldersgate  Street,  E  C ,  sued  Mr.  H.  B.  Bainbridge, 
chemist,  to  recover  the  sum  of  11.  Is.  lid.  for  drugs  supplied. 
Evidence  was  given  by  the  plaintiffs'  traveller  who  took  the 
order,  and  he  stated  that  he  delivered  the  goods  himself  at 
the  defendant's  place  of  business.  The  defendant,  in  answer 
to  the  Court,  said  the  plaintiffs  had  made  a  mistake  in 
suing  him,  He  was  not  now  the  proprietor  of  the  business 
to  which  the  goods  ware  supplied.    He  formerly  owned  the 
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Hygienic  Drag-stores,  where  the  drugs  were  sent,  but  he 
retired  from  the  business  in  December  last.  At  the  present 
time  he  was  simply  assisting  the  proprietor  in  carrying  on 
the  business.  He  had  had  previous  dealings  with  the 
plaintiffs.  The  change  in  the  proprietorship  of  his  own 
business  came  about  through  bankrupt  cy  proceedings  being 
taken.  The  plaintiffs  would  have  had  notice  of  that  fact  In 
the  London  Gazette.  Mr.  Registrar  Wild,  in  giving  judgment, 
said  the  law  was  that  upon  a  person  retiring  from  business 
he  should  give  notice  to  all  his  creditors  who  supplied  goods 
to  the  business.  The  defendant  had  not  adopted  that  course 
of  procedure.  The  plaintiffs  knew  the  defendant  as  the 
owner  of  the  business,  and  then  he  retired  from  it  without 
giving  the  plaintiffs  any  notice  at  all.  The  consequence 
was  that  the  defendant  had  made  himself  liable,  and  he 
must  now  get  the  money  from  the  new  proprietor.  He  (the 
Registrar)  bad  no  power  to  substitute  the  present  pro- 
prietor's name  for  that  of  the  defendant.  There  must  be 
judgment  for  the  plaintiffs,  with  costs. 


A  Pabtnekship  Dispute. 

In  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court,  on  June  2,7,  Mr.  A.  G.  Lowe> 
analytical  chemist,  of  15  Fenchurch  Stieet,  and  Mr.  Alexes 
Schaetsaert,  of  Dart  Villa,  68  Claytcn  Read,  Peckham, 
claimed  a  decree  for  the  dissolution  of  partnership  with  Mr. 
C.  Wesley,  who  did  not  appear.  The  bill  of  complaint  set 
out  that  on  January  10  plaintiffs  entered  into  a  deed  of 
partnership  with  the  defendant  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  business  under  the  style  of  the  Lot  don  and  Provincial 
Dairyman's  Society,  at  21  and  22  Walbiook.  The  partner- 
ship capital  was  ultimately  fixed  at  151.,  to  be  advanced  in 
equal  shares.  Plaintiffs  paid  their  shares  into  the  partner- 
ship banking  account,  bat  the  defendant  had  failed  to  pay 
his  proportion  of  the  capital.  No  business  had  been  carried 
on  and  the  defendant  had  quitted  the  premises,  and  had 
caused  the  name  of  the  society  to  be  erased,  and,  it  was 
farther  alleged,  had  wrongfully  taken  all  the  moneys  and 
other  property  belonging  to  the  partnership.  His  Lordship 
granted  a  decree  in  the  terms  of  the  prayer. 


CARTER'S  LIVER-PILLS. 

On  June  26,  in  the  Chancery  Division  cf  the  High  Court, 
Mr.  John  Cutler,  on  the  part  of  Carter's  Medicine  Company, 
said  he  had  to  ask  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  to  restrain  Mr. 
Frederick  Carter,  of  Old  Kent  Road,  from  selling  or  passing 
off  pills  as  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture  not  made  by  them. 
The  defendant  was  present  in  person,  and,  in  reply  to  his 
Lordship,  consented  to  treat  the  motion  as  the  trial  of  the 
action,  and  to  submit  to  a  perpetual  injunction  with  delivery 
up  of  wrappers,  &c. ;  in  fact,  he  said,  he  would  consent  to  do 
anything  reasonable  to  satisfy  the  plaintiffs.  His  Lordship 
accordingly  made  the  order  in  the  terms  asked  for  by 
plaintiffs'  counsel. 


KEATING  v.  MALCOLM. 
In  the  Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh,  on  Tuesday,  Lord  Pearson 
was  informed  of  the  settlement  of  the  action  raised  by  the 
firm  of  Thomas  Keating,  carrying  on  business  as  chemists 
and  manufacturers  of  insect  powder  at  12  Bride  Lane, 
London,  against  Alexander  Malcolm,  che  mist,  124  Victoria 
Road,  Dundee.  In  this  action  Thomas  Keating  sought  to 
have  Alexander  Malcolm  interdicted  and  prohibited  from 
selling  under  the  name  of  KeatiDg's  Insect-powder  insect- 
powder  which  was  not  manufactured  by  bim,  and  for  payment 
of  100Z.  as  damage?,  besides  expenses.  The  defendant  denied 
that  he  had  sold  insect-powder  as  Keatirg's  powder  which 
was  not  manufactured  by  them.  The  case  has  been  settled 
out  of  couit,  defendant  tendering  and  plaintiffs  accepting  a 
sum  of  51  as  damages  and  51.  5s.  as  expenses. 


THE  YORKSHIRE -RELISH  CASE. 

Ik  theCouit  of  Appeal  on  Wednesday,  before  "Lords  Justices 
Lindley  and  Lopss,  Mr.  Waggett  applied  on  behalf  of  the 
defendants  in  the  case  of  Powell  v.  the  Birmingham  Vinegar 
Brewery  Compiny  far  a  stay  of  proceedings  pending  an  appeal 
to  the  House  of  L:rdson  the  accouot  of  profit?.  Tne  parties, 
he  said,  were  rivals  in  many  articles  besides  sauce,  and  tie 


disclosure  by  the  defendants  of  their  customers'  names 
might  do  them  an  irreparable  injury.  It  was  purely  a  matter 
of  discretion  for  their  Lordships,  but  on  the  balance  of  conve- 
nience he  thought  a  stay  ought  to  be  granted.  The  articles 
were  largely  sold  by  retail  grocers  and  chemists,  and  both 
parties  had  many  thousands  of  customers.  If  the  de- 
fendants' customers  were  disclosed,  it  was  feared  they  might 
be  attacked  by  the  plaintiffs. 

Mr.  Graham  Hastings,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  it  was  not 
their  intention  to  do  anything  of  the  kind. 

Lord  Justice  Lindley  said  he  did  not  think  the  Court  could 
interfere  in  a  case  like  this. 

Lord  Justice  Lopes :  We  have  never  done  it. 

Lord  Justice  Lindley  said  he  thought  defendants  had  done 
right  to  call  their  attention  to  the  case,  but  they  had  no 
control  over  the  House  of  Lords  proceedings.  The  motion 
was  dismissed,  with  costs. 


DAMAGES  FOR  POLLUTED  WATER. 

In  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice, 
the  case  of  Cooling  v,  Smith  and  Messenger  was  tried  on 
June  24  and  25.  The  plaintiff,  who  was  represented  by  Mr. 
Channel,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  Bartley  Dennis,  went  for  a  holiday 
with  his  family  to  Dovercourt  in  1894,  and  an  outbreak  of 
typhoid  fever  occurred  from  which  one  of  his  children  died 
and  two  others  were  seriously  ill.  He  claimed  that  the 
water-supply  was  the  cause  of  the  outbreak.  The  de- 
fendants, who  were  represented  by  Mr.  Jelf,  Q.C.,  and  Mr. 
Bonner,  denied  liability,  and  disputed  the  possibility  of 
contamination  of  the  water-supply.  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry,  B  Sc., 
F I C,  said  that  he  had  analysed  the  water,  which  was 
drawn  from  a  shallow  well,  and  found  it  heavily  contami- 
nated with  sewage-matter.  The  water  contained  consider- 
able quantities  of  nitrites,  pointing  to  recent  contamination. 
Mr.  Thomas  Forley,  B.Sc,  public  analyst  for  Esses,  con- 
firmed Mr.  Parry's  report,  having  analysed  the  water  a  week 
later.  The  jury  found  that  Smith  (the  owner  of  the  pro- 
perty) was  not  liable,  but  returned  a  verdict  against 
Messenger  (the  tenant),  with  73Z.  damages  and  costs. 


THE  LIE  BIG  COMPANY'S  EXTRACT  OF  MEAT  AND 
RIVAL  EXTRACTS. 

Mr.  Justice  Kekewich,  in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court,  has  spent  several  days  this  week  hearing  an 
action  brought  by  Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Company 
(Limited)  against  the  Chemists'  Co-operative  Society 
(Limited)  and  Liebig's  Medicated  Wine  Company  (Limited), 
described  by  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs  as  practically  one 
concern,  to  restrain  them  from  selling  or  offering  for  sale 
extracts  of  meat  enclosed  in  wrappers  got  up  so  as  to 
resemble  the  wrappers  of  the  plaintiff  company,  and  thus 
calculated  to  deceive  the  public,  and  from  passing  off  as  the 
plaintiffs'  any  extract  of  meat  not  made  or  sold  by  them. 

The  respective  parties  were  represented  by  Mr.  WarriDg- 
ton,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  Jenkins,  for  the  plaintiffs  ;  and  Mr.  Bram- 
well  Davis,  Q.C  ,  with  him  Mr.  Martelli,  for  the  defendants. 

Briefly  stated,  the  case  for  the  plaintiffs  was  that  the 
extract  of  meat  they  make  had  long  been  known  by  one  of 
four  designations  introducing  the  word  "Liebig,"but  espe- 
cially in  connection  with  it  "  Company  " — Liebig  Company's 
Extract  or  the  Company's  Extract,  Liebig  being  added — 
their  extract  being  thus  distinguished  from  the  many  Liebig's 
extracts  in  the  markef.  The  plaintiffs  dated  their  title  and 
trade-name  back  to  1865,  when  they  were  incorporated,  and 
Baron  von  Liebig,  the  inventor  of  their  process,  was  their 
analysing  and  scientific  director  until  his  death  in  1873. 
For  upwards  of  twenty- five  years  they  had  sold  their  extract 
in  packets  and  jars  oi  different  sizes  and  weights,  having  a 
distinctive  label,  with  the  word  "Company"  emphasised  by 
special  letters,  and  the  sii nature  of  Baron  Liebig  across  it 
in  blue.  The  Chemistb'  Co  operative  Society  was  incor- 
porated in  1895,  and  some  six  months  later  it  acquired 
several  businesses  in  and  about  Bradford,  Yorkshire,  amongst 
them  Goodall's  Drug  Company  (Limited),  and  the  business 
of  the  Liebig  Medicated  Wine  Company  (Limited),  of  which 
two  companies  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Jessop,  formerly  the  manag  ng 
director  of  Goodall's,  was  now  the  managing  director.  It 
was  at  their  shop  that  the  impeached  jar  of  Liebig's  extract 
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•was  bought,  made  up,  it  was  alleged,  with  a  different 
name,  but  closely  resembling  the  plaintiffs'  make  up,  the 
difference  between  the  two  being  that  Liebig  was  the  word 
emphasised  on  the  defendants' aid  "  Company  "  on  the  plain- 
tiffs' jar,  the  Liebig  Medicated  Wine  Company  being 
designated  as  the  manufacturers,  and  the  name  written  across 
the  description  tot  beirg  tbat  of  Baron  Liebig.  It  was, 
however,  submitted  on  the  recent  dictum  of  Lord  Justice 
Lindley  in  the  "  Yorkshire  Relish  "  case,  that  the  resemblance 
would  be  sufficient  to  ensure  restraint  in  its  use  if  it  should 
be  thought  calculated  to  deceive  the  ordinary  or  unwary 
purchaser  or  customer ;  whilst  as  to  plaintiffs'  rights  in  the 
word  "Company"  as  specifically  distinguishing  their  manu- 
facture from  the  many  Liebig's  extracts  now  on  the  market, 
Mr.  Wairirgton  said  be  proposed,  besides  giving  parole  evi- 
dence, to  put  in  a  number  of  illustrated  and  other  advertise- 
ments, goirg  tack  to  the  year  1870,  with  several  series  of 
handbills,  of  which  seme  millions  had  been  issued  as 
wrappers  or  to  accompany  the  plaintiffs'  packets  or  jars,  to 
show  that  the  word  "  Company  "  bad  been  used  as  a  warning 
to  purchasers  as  identifying  their  goods.  Besides  these,  bill- 
heads with  the  word  "  Company  "  printed  in  red  ink,  and  the- 
price-lists'  of  some  of  the  best-known  houses  in  the  trade, 
would  be  put  in  to  show  that  the  plaintiffs'  extract  was  dis- 
tinguished from  the  many  Liebig's  extracts  by  this  par- 
ticular word.  It  would  be  proved  that  when  Liebig 
"  Company's  ''  extract  was  asked  for  the  defendants'  extract 
had  been  sold. 

A  considerable  number  of  witnesses  were  heard  by  his 
Lordship  on  the  general  style  of  wrappers  used  for  the 
many  Liebig's  extracts  which  are  on  the  market ;  but  it 
seemed  that  only  twe — the  respective  parties  to  this  action 
— use  an  autograph  signature.  The  sale  was  proved  of 
defendants'  extract  to  a  witness  who  specially  asked  for 
Liebig  "  Company's,"  and  emphasised  this  desire ;  but  de- 
fendants' foreman,  who  sold  this  particular  jar,  said  he 
expressly  said  they  only  sold  the  Liebig's  Medicated  Wine 
Company's  extract,  as  it  was  his  habit  to  do  when  asked 
for  Liebig  Company's  extract;  and  Mr.  Jessop,  defendants' 
managirjg  director,  said  he  did  not  desire  to  imitate 
plaintiffs'  make-up  or  wrapper,  and  in  particular  he  had  no 
wish  to  palm  off  their  goods  as  of  the  plaintiffs'  make.  He 
made  the  extract  from  Liebig's  process  several  years  before 
he  £old  his  business  to  the  defendants,  but  they  now  buy  in 
manufactuied,  and  affix  their  own  wrappers. 

As  the  result  of  three  days'  bearing,  his  Lordship  said  he 
could  have  no  doubt  as  to  the  influence  on  the  mind  of  the 
average  and  unwary  purchaser  of  the  defendants'  get-up, 
and  that  he  would  be  unable  to  discover  the  small  differences 
between  the  defendants'  and  the  plaintiffs'  wrapper,  both 
being  of  the  same  colour,  and  the  signatures,  though 
different,  being  in  blue ;  on  the  other  point  in  the  case  he 
■was  equally  clear.  He  therefore  granted  the  injunction 
asked  for,  and  directed  an  inquiry  as  to  damages ;  but  in 
answer  to  defendants'  counsel  said  the  order  need  not  go 
out  of  the  office  for  several  days  to  enable  defendants  to 
determine  whether  or  no  they  would  appeal. 


Bankruptcies  ant>  failures* 


Be  G.  E.  H.  Feaese,  50  Fenchurch  Street,  E.C.,  Director  of 
Public  Comjanies. 

The  first  meeting  of  creditors  under  this  failure  was  held 
last  Monday  at  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court  before  Mr.  E. 
L.  Hough,  Official  Receiver.  The  debtor  was  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  C.  J.  Fox  &  Co.,  which  was  converted  into  a 
limited  company  in  1892.  A  compulsory  winding-up  order 
was  made  against  the  company  in  1894  ;  some  of  the  assets 
were  purchased  by  Mr.  G.  Threlfall,  who,  with  the  debtor, 
formed  the  Exporters'  Agency  (Limited),  to  carry  on  the 
business,  and  publish  in  connection  therewith  a  monthly 
Spanish  newspaper.  The  Exporters'  Agency  (Limited) 
formed  the  Anglo- Peninsular  Mining  Company  (Limited), 
with  a  capital  of  100,000Z.,  of  which  #47,000  in  shares 
were  to  be  allotted  to  the  Exporters'  Agency  (Limited)  in 
consideration  of  the  transfer  to  the  new  company  of  con- 
cessions for  working  arsenic  in  Portugal.    In  August  last  the 


debtor  and  Mr.  Threlfall  promoted  the  Mount  Gabriel 
Barytes  and  Umber  Company  (Limited).  The  debtor  has 
filed  accounts  showing  rankng  liabilities  12Z.  Ks.  3d.,  and 
assets  valued  at  #16  616,  thus  showiDg  a  surplus  of  4,500Z. 
He  attributes  the  failure  to  bad  debts;  depreciation  in  the 
value  of  property,  &c,  belonging  to  the  late  firm  of  C.  J. 
Fox  &  Co. ;  inability  to  obta'n  from  the  Exporters'  Agency 
(Limited)  the  shares  in  the  Anglo-Peninsular  Mining  Com- 
pany to  which  he  claims  to  be  entitled,  and  which,  he  states, 
they  hold  in  trust  for  him  ;  liability  as  guarantor  of  a  debt 
of  #750  for  Messrs.  C.  J.  Fox  &  Co  ;  and  generally  to  the 
expenses  having  exceeded  income.  No  offer  was  submitted 
to  the  meeting,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  for  Mr.  Harry 
Barker,  C.A.,  8  Old  Jewry,  E.C.,  to  act  as  trustee  and  wind 
up  the  estate  in  bankruptcy. 


Re  J.  T.  Hasselby,  Bax'ergate,  Doncaster,  Chemist. 
A  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  this  debtor  was  held  on 
Friday,  June  26,  at  the  Glyn  Hotel,  Doncaster.  The  chair 
was  taken  by  Mr.  J.  Stringer.  The  debtor,  according  to  his 
statement  of  affairs,  owed  to  unsecured  creditors  624Z.  0s.  5d , 
and  to  creditors  partly  secured  125Z.  The  assets  were  as 
follows :— Stock  in  trade,  trade  fixtures,  and  household 
furniture,  247Z.  8s.  9d. ;  debts  estimated  at  346Z.  16*.  lOd. 
The  preferential  creditors  for  rent,  rates,  and  taxes  amounted 
to  48Z.  10s.,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  103Z.  4s.  lOd.  A  com- 
position was  offered  of  12s.  6d.  in  the  pound,  and  after  some 
discussion  accepted,  payable  as  follows: — 6s.  3d.  in  two 
months,  and  6s.  3d.  in  four  m  jnths.  The  estate  was  assigned 
to  Mr.  G.  W.  Townend,  of  Djncaster  and  Goole,  as  trustee. 


Re  Meyer,  Spaull  &  Schlengeman,  37  Great  Tower 
Street,  E  C,  and  at  Melbourne,  Australian  ar.d  Chemical 
Merchants. 

Under  the  failure  of  this  firm  a  sitting  was  held  at  the 
London  Bankruptcy  Court  for  the  public  examination  of  the 
debtors,  who  failed  recently,  with  liabilities  roughly  esti- 
mated at  5OO0Z.  or  6,000Z.,  and  assets  valued  at  about  550Z. 
The  firm  carried  on  business  as  Australian  and  chemical 
merchants,  and  in  addition  were  manufacturers  of  a  patent 
lubricating- oil  and  a  patent  soap,  under  the  style  of  the 
Industrial  Oil  Company  and  the  Industrial  Oil  Soap  Com- 
pany. Mr.  Spaull  was  first  examined,  and  stated  that  the 
firm  was  formed  in  May,  1891,  partly  to  act  as  London  agents 
for  Messrs.  Rochussen  Brothers,  of  Melbourne.  They  pur- 
chased goods  for  that  firm  in  London  and  on  the  Continent, 
and  shipped  .them  to  Australia,  drew  bills  upon  the  goods, 
and  used  the  proceeds  in  payment  to  the  manufacturers. 
Their  profit  was  2\  per  cent,  lhat  agency  terminated  at  the 
end  of  1893,  and  they  shortly  afterwards  opened  a  branch 
business  at  Melbourne,  upon  which  a  considerable  loss  was 
made.  In  August,  1895,  Mr.  Meyer  retired  from  the  firm,  wit- 
ness and  Mr.  Schlengeman  taking  over  the  business  as  it  stood, 
and  guaranteeing  to  pay  Mr.  Meyer  400Z.,  of  which,  however, 
only  90Z.  had  been  paid.  They  were  pressed  by  creditors  in 
August,  1894.  The  goods  consigned  to  Australia  were  prin- 
cipally chemical  and  Manchester  goods.  The  Australian 
branch  was  sold  by  Mr.  Schlengeman  in  1896,  to  the  firm's 
advantage.  Witness  attributed  the  failure  principally  to 
the  action  of  the  bankers  in  Australia,  and  to  a  loss  of  680Z. 
sustained  in  connection  with  the  soap  business.  Mr.  Schlen- 
geman and  Mr.  Meyer  having  also  been  questioned,  the  exa- 
mination was  ordered  to  be  concluded.

THERE  is  not  much  difference  year  by  year  in  the  exhibits 
of  the  firms  who  devote  themselves  to  providing 
chemical  and  veterinary  assistance  to  the  agricultural  world. 
They  are  gradually  getting  more  numerous,  and  their  section 
of  the  show  is  by  no  means  the  least  attractive  in  appear- 
ance, but  it  does  not  yet  command  the  attention  of  visitots 
to  the  extent  that  tbe  implements,  tbe  machinery  in  motioo, 
the  horse  and  cattle,  and,  above  all, 
the  refreshment  departments  do.  At 
Leicester  last  week,  with  favourable 
weather-conditions  all  the  time  tbe 
show  was  open,  and  an  enormous  at- 
tendance, the  druggists'  avenues  were 
fairly  well  visited,  and  all  the  exhibitors 
with  whom  we  conversed  seemed  pretty 
well  satisfied  with  the  amount  of 
business  stirring. 

Passing  a  grand  show  of  seeds  by 
Carter's  and  other  famous  firms,  we 
come  first  among  the  medicine  men 
on  Day  &  Sons'  exhibit  from  Crewe. 
The  pavilion  which  they  occupy  is  a 
substantial  and  handsomely-designed 
one,  and  the  long  bench  in  front  of  it 
is  crowded  with  the  veterinary  speciali- 
ties of  the  firm.  These  comprise 
special  drinks  and  medicines  for  all 
kinds  of  horse  and  cattle  ailments, 
and  especially  medicine-chests  well 
supplied  for  shepherds,  horsekeepers, 
and  other  departments  of  the  stock- 
farm,  ranging  in  price  from  24s.  to 
10  guineas.  The  founder  of  this  firm. 
Mr.  James  Henry  Day,  died  in  July  of 
last  year  in  his  77th  year,  and  "Day's 
Annual,"  which  is  given  away  at  the 
stand,  is  prefaced  this  year  with  a  portrait  and  memoir 
of  this  gentleman. 

Messrs.  Arnold  &  Sons,  of  Smithfield,  have  a  smaller 
stand  close  by,  on  which  a  number  of  veterinary  instruments 
are  displayed,  but  the  gentleman  in  charge  assured  our 


built  up.  Dogs  they  care  for  from  their  cradles  to  their 
graves.  They  make  speciil  foodc  for  puppies  who  axe 
denied  the  loving  care  of  a  mother,  and  who  have  to  be  feci 
from  a  bottle;  they  provide  cod-liver-oil  biscuits  for  delicate 
doggies ;  charcoal  biscuits  for  dogs  with  indigestion ;  nice 
little  wholesome  biscuits  for  pet  dogs ;  and  we  need  hardly 
mention  the  famous  meat  and  vegetable  or  fish  and  meat 


representative  somewhat  eagerly  that  he  had  nothing  new  to 
th  w,  so  we  pass  on  to 

Spratts  Patent,  a  stand  which  is  a  very  prominent  object 
in  this  part  of  the  landscape.  Spratts,  as  all  chemists  know, 
reij  mainly  on  dcg-favourlor  the  splendid  busitets  they  have 


cakes  which  form  the  staple  of  so  many  kennel  dining- 
tables.  Then  tbey  provide  dog- medicines  for  all  ailments, 
dog  collars,  chains,  clothing,  and  every  requisite.  Besides 
these,  the  firm  run  out  wings  of  their  business  in  food  and 
medicines  for  poultry,  game,  and  pigeons,  a  malted  cattle- 
food,  a  pig-meal,  a  foot-rot  cure,  and 
many  other  manufactures  of  a  veteri- 
nary character. 

Joseph  Thorley's  flag  still  floats 
triumphantly  over  his  famous  food  for 
cattle  and  his  other  specialities  in  the 
food  line.  Thorley's  preparations  are 
curiously  matched  in  another  part  of 
the  grounds  by  Joseph  Beach,  of  Tipton 
and  London.  We  have  no  idea  which 
is  tbe  original  discoverer  of  the  pre- 
parations, but  it  is  clear  that  their 
geniuses  run  on  very  similar  lines.. 
Both  make  a  cattle- food,  a  calf-meal 
(which  is  a  substitute  for  milk),  a  hay- 
spice,  a  lamb- food,  and  other  provisions 
of  the  kind.  Then  we  notice  on 
Thorley's  stand  "grula,  a  gruel  for 
horses";  and  on  Beach's  ,;grutum,  a 
gruel  for  horses."    Lucky  horses  1 

Opposite  tb.3  shows  we  have  named 
are  several  cross  avenues,  most  of 
which  are  occupied  by  manufacturers 
in  the  drug  or  chemical  line.  Promi- 
nent among  these  we  find 

Tomlinson  &  Hayward,  of  Lincoln, 
a  firm  whose  experience  dates  back  to- 
1842.  A  large  dipping- tub  was  the  pro- 
minent feature  ot  their  display,  which 
had  a  good  corner  position.  The  r  poisonous  and  non- 
poisonous  dips  flanked  it,  and  in  addition  they  showed1 
tbeir  other  veterinary  specifics,  such  as  foot-rot  oint- 
ment and  cattle-oils  and  their  more  recent  "Eureka™ 
weed- killer.    For  their  butter-colour  and  other  dairy  re- 
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quisites  we  observe  they  have  now  openid  a  branch  in 
Copenhagen. 

It  is  noticeable  that  nearly  all  the  makers  of  poisonous 
sheep-dips  are  also  now  offering  non-poisonous  dips,  arid 
that,  in    reverge,  as    they    say    in    France,  firms  who 
bave  made  their  reputation  with  the  latter  variety  have  | 
discovered  the  necessity  of  supplying   also  an  arsenical 


variety.  We  tried  to  gather  some  really  satisfactory  data  as 
to  the  relative  efficacy  of  the  different  dips,  but  beyond  the 
well-established  fact  that  each  maker  sent  cut  the  be3t  in 
•the  market  we  failed  to  ascertain  any  reliable  statistics. 
Sheep-farmers,  we  make  out,  in  many  parts  have  acquired  a 
not  unreasonable  prejudice  in  favour  of  arsenic's  killing  pro- 
perties, and  they  feel  pretty  sure  tint  these  will  extead 
themselves  to  the  ticks  and  the  flies ; 
some  of  them  have  an  equally  reason- 
able belief  that  arsenic  will  kill  sheep 
also,  and  this  turns  their  prejudice  the 
■other  way.  Makers  of  dips  seem  to 
have  found  it  the  path  of  least  resistance 
to  humour  whichever  prejudice  they 
find  uppermost. 

Jeyes'  Sanitary  Compounds  Company 
are  among  the  firms  who  have  added 
a  poisonous  dip  to  their  manufactures. 
They  offer  it  in  the  form  of  a 
soluble  powder,  free  from  alkali.  This 
is  deposited  on  the  wool  in  the  fern 
of  a  sulphide,  and  is  said  to  be  in- 
capable of  beiDg  washed  out  by  rain, 
so  that  it  is  recommended  for  the 
purpose  of  killing  the  eggs  matured 
after  the  bath,  and  preventing  tbe 
fly  sticking'.  This  dip  was  introduced 
at  last  year's  show,  but  it  was  not  then 
ready  for  sale.  Jeyes  were  showing 
test-tube  experiments  with  the  new 
dip  to  indicate  how  it  impregna  e  1 
the  wool  with  sulphur  and  arseric 
They  recommend  its  use  either  alone 
or  along  with  their  non -poisonous  dip. 
This  firm  also  showed  their  disinfectant 
in  various  forms,  and  they  produced  ti  us  as  a  novelty  a 
physician's  sample  of  '•  Branalcane,''  a  new  remedy  for 
diphtheria  and  infectious  diseases,  not  quite  appropriate, 
perhaps,  to  an  agricultural  show.  This,  we  were  told,  is  a 
compound  of  boracic  acid  and  resorcin  with  glycerice.  It 
is  a  very  viscid  liquid,  and  we  are  to  bear  more  about  it 

The  Gdams'  Manure  and  Chemical  Compar.y  (Limited),  of 
London  and  Exeter,  make  their  usual  effective  display, 
manures  being  the  most  prominent  of  their  exhibits.  Their 
exhibit  of  the  raw  materials  of  their  manufactures — bones, 
phosphates  from  vat  ious  parts  of  theworld,and  Spanish  pyrites 


for  the  production  of  sulphuric  acid  — is  especially  interesting 
and  was  noticed  by  us  at  some  length  last  year.  These 
manures  have  been  supplied  to  the  Queen's  farms  for  over 
forty  years,  a  bone-compound  being  especially  recommended 
for  pastures.  Tbey,  too,  make  both  poisonous  and  non- 
poisonous  sheep-dips,  and  a  disinfectant  known  as  "Odamine." 
Mr.  Stephen  Willson,  chemist,  Peterborough,  had  a  good 
corner  position  for  the  exhibition  of 
his  well-known  Canadian  pig-powders 
atd  curd-producer.  The  happy  little 
pig  that  went  to  Leicester  and  got 
some  of  Mr.  Willson's  pig-powder  (vide 
circular)  is  an  ezampie  to  all  his 
f  Hi  w  .  Mr.  Willson  complains  of  the 
irequtncy  with  which  chemists  supply 
substitutes  for  his  powders,  though,  he 
:  ays,  there  is  but  very  tarely  the  excuse 
or  cut  prices  for  this  course  of  action. 

We  may  here  remark  that  chemists 
who  wish  to  cultivate  a  really  good 
veterinary  or  agricultural  business  must 
make  a  point  of  supplying  a  good 
many  specialities.  Wbether  they  are 
better  than  the  chemist  himself  can 
make  or  not,  it  is  the  fact  that  stock- 
owners  are  in  multitudes  of  instances 
extremely  particular  about  having  for 
their  animals  the  exact  preparation 
they  or  their  advisers  have  been  accus- 
tomed to,  and  they  of  all  people  will  be 
shy  of  shops  where  they  are  often 
offered  "  something  just  as  good." 

Day,  Son  &  Hewitt,  of  Dorset  Street, 
London,  had  a  lengthy  stand  crowded 
as  usual  with  the  medicines  for 
which  this  frm  have  so  long  been  famous.  Medicine- 
chests  for  s'eckb-eeders,  for  horstkeepers,  for  dogs,  and  for 
lambing  and  ciivmg  at  prices  ranging  from  about  11  Is.  to 
61. 6s,  figured  most  prominently  in  their  exhibit.  "  Tcenoline," 
an  anthelmintic  and  antiseptic  medicine  for  lambs  and 
calves,  appeared  to  be  the  most  recentl3  -introduced  remedy 
of  this  firm. 


Newton,  Chambers  &  Co.  (Limited),  of  Thornecliffe,  had  a 
special  exhibit  of  Izal  and  its  compounds.  Izal  was  shown 
as  a  liquid  disinfectant,  and  in  a  refined  form  for  medical 
and  surgical  uses  ;  also  in  powder  and  in  sawdust  combina- 
tions. It  is,  besides,  combined  with  household  and  soft 
soap?,  and  is  now  introduced  as  a  toilet-soap  in  2  ez.  tablets 
for  Id.  In  ointments,  tooth-powder,  embrocation,  and 
lczenges  the  virtues  of  Tzal  may  also  be  applied. 

Lawes's  Chemical  Manure  Company  showed  sheep-dips 
and  disinfectants,  as  well  as  the  superphosphate  and  bone- 
manures  which  are  the  raison  d'etre  oi  this  company  ;  but 
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their  most  interesting  artic'e  wasanew  guano  imported  from 
Damaraland,  on  the  west  coast  of  Africa,  which  is  said  to  be 
Mngularly  rich  in  ammonia  and  phosphates.  Dr.  Bernard 
Dyer  has  analysed  it,  and  strorgly  recommends  it  as  suitable 
for  every  crop  which  requires  liberal  feeding,  and  the  Lawes 
Company,  who  have  acquired  the  sole  right  to  sell  this 
Damaraland  guano  in  Great  Britain,  sta>e  that  they  are 
prepared  to  sell  it  at  lower  pi  ices  than 
the  Peruvian. 

Messrs.  Qaibell  Brothers,  of  Newark, 
made  their  usual  effective  display  of 
various  sheep-dips,  together  with  their 
lamb-food,  calf-meal,  and  "pinosal" 
insect- exterminator.  Messrs.  Ness  & 
Co.,  of  Darlington,  Messrs.  Monij, 
Little  &  Co  ,  of  Doncaster,  Messrs. 
Fletcher  Brothers  &  Co.,  of  Grimsby, 
Messrs.  Battle,  Maltby  &  Bower,  of 
Lincoln,  and  Mr.  J.  Bentley,  of  Barrow- 
on-Humber,  are  also  among  the  manu- 
facturers and  exhibitors  ot  sheep-dips 
and  such-like  articles.  It  is  not  pos- 
sible to  say  anything  new  of  such 
regular  shows  as  the  horse  and  cattle 
tails  of  Mr.  Cupiss,  of  Diss ;  the 
medicated  powders,  horse  and  cattle 
spice  of  Mr.  B.  0.  Tipper,  of  Bir- 
mingham ;  the  condition-balls  and 
various  drinks  of  Thomas  Taylor  & 
Son,  of  Derby — all  of  whom,  we  note, 
were  present  with  their  usual  exhibits. 
So  were  the  twoPettifer  firms — Thomas 
Petlifer  &  Co.,  of  Banbury,  and  Stephen 
Pettifer  &  Sons,  of  Milmesoury — with 
their  various  drenches,  liniments,  em- 
brocations, ard  mixtures.  There  were  a  host  of  cattle- 
food  makers  besides  those  we  have  specially  alludecx  t  >, 
and  in  other  parts  of  the  grounds  were  several  exhibits  of 
occasional  interest  to  chemists  and  druggists.  We 
watched  with  interest  the  performances  of  the  "  Devil " 
disintegrator  shown  by  the  Hardy  Patent  Pick  Company, 
of  Shefiiild — a  machine  which  will  grind  anything  irom

Near  them  the  Central  Cyclone  Company  (Limited) 
exhibited  one  of  their  disintegrating- machines  in  action,  and 
they  called  our  attention  to  a  much  smaller-sized  machine 
which  they  have  just  made  and  which  they  think  will  be 
found  usef ol  for  grinding  many  drugs  and  chemicals.  This 
one  weighs  8  cwt.,  against  23  cwt ,  which  hitherto  has  been 
the  smallest  sizj  made  by  the  company.  Machinery  is 
always  a  prominent  feature  of  the  show. 


world  where  more  iced  water  and  "  soda  "  drinks  are  con- 
sumed, or  where  a  hot  wave  sends  such  a  stream  of  nickels 
and  dimes  into  tb.3  till  of  that  most  popular  purveyor  of 
temperance  drinks  —the  druggist.  Yet  it  is  from  the  same 
place  that  we  get  drink-cures.  At  the  moment  we  recall 
three  which  havj  secured    notoriety   in    this  country:; 

D'  lingerer's,  in  the  seventies,  which 
helped  to  send  up  the  price  of  red 
cinchona-bark  to  a  guinea  a  pound ; 
Keeley's,  that  peculiar  "gold-cure,' 
which  has  been  a  veritable  mint  to  its 
discoverer  ;  and  Tyson's,  which  is  still 
with  us  and  is  respected  of  the  tem- 
perance party.  There  are  more  of 
them,  and  the  newest  is  one  that  we 
hear  of  as  creating  attention  in  New 
York  at  the  present  time.  A  Dr. 
Oppenheimer  is  its  discoverer.  He  is 
"a  regular  physician  of  standing"  out 
there,  but  the  want 'of  anything)  like  a 
U.S.  national  standard  for  ,  medical 
qualification  dees  not  warrant  us  in 
attaching  too  great  importance  to  that 
description.  The  main  point  is  that 
Dr.  Oppenheimer  has  used  his  specific 
privately  for  four  years,  and  does  not 
)eveal  its  composition,  but  we  gather 
that  it  is  "something  to  take  inwardly." 
When  Dr.  Oppenheimer  found  that  he 
bad  got  a  good  thing  in  his  specific  he 
started  a  sanatoria  u  for  drunkards,  morphinomaniacs,  and 
cocaincmaniacs,  appointing  two  other  "  regulars,"  Dr.  A.  L. 
Loomis  and  Dr.  Gesrge  F.  Shrady,  as  consulting  physicians. 
The  venture  satisfied  bis  most  sanguine  therapeutic  expecta- 
tions; the  patients  got  well,  but,  alas  !  so  quickly  that  there 
was  no  money  in  it  and  the  sanitorium  was  closed.  Now  the 
authorities  of  the  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York,  have 
given  Dr.  Oppenheimer  ward  accommodation  for  six 
persons,    to   secure  a  fair  trial  to   his  specific.  The 
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Bellevne  has  a  reputation  like  St.  Bartholomew's  in 
London  ;  but,  unlike  our  oldest  of  hospitals,  it  has  a  nice 
crop  of  confirmed  drunkards  and  deliriam-tremens  patients 
always  on  the  premises.  They  are  not  indigenous  to  the 
hospital,  for  they  come  in  at  the  last  stage  of  drink  depravity, 
get  well,  then  work  within  the  hospital  grounds,  getting  a

little  money  thereby,  and  with  that  they  drink,  have  another  j 
attack  of  the  horrors,  and  become  patients  again.    Five  of  j 
the  worst  of  these  were  selected  by  Dr.  Oppenheimer,  and 
they  got  their  teaspoonful  doses.    Next  day  their  wals  was 
no  longer  listless,  they  had  lost  their  "  shake,"  their  eyes  were 
bright,  there  mas  money  in  their  pockets,  and  whisky  and 
tobacco  were  abhorrent  to  them.  The 
remarkable  thirjg  about  the  new  cure 
is  the  quickness  with  which  it  works. 
Dr.  Oppenheimer  says  that  deliiium- 
tremens  patients  treated  one  day  are 
able  to  walk  around  the  next.  The 
desire  for  diick  is  destroyed,  he  sajs 
in  from  six  to  twenty-four  hours,  and 
all  the  alcohol  is  driven  out  of  the 
system  in  from  three   to   five  days. 
The  cocaine  habit  is  cured  in  thirty- 
six  hours,  but  the  morphine  habit  takes 
a  little  longer.    The  "  specific  "  agrees 
with  all  its  predecessors  in  creating 
a  wonderful  distaste  for  alcohol.  Dr- 
Oppenheimer  tells  some  stranger  stories 
about  that.    We  can  ^spare  room  for 
one  only  : — 


About  a  year  ago  two  friends  of  his 
wound  up  a  discussion  over  the  merits 
of  his  discovery  by  making  a  bet  that 
one  of  them  could  take  three  doses  of 
the  medicine  on  each  of  two  successive 
days  and  then  take  a  drink  of  whisky. 
Dr.  Oppenheimer  said  he  couldn't,  and 
the  other  friend  backed  his  judgment.     After  taking  the 
medicine  according  to  the  conditions  of  the   wager,  the 
patient  went  to  a  saloon  and  ordered  the  whisky.  He 
took  a  sip  of  it,  and  declared  that  it  had  been  doctored. 
"  That's  worse  than  cod-liver  oil,"  he  exclaimed,  and  refused 
to  try  it  again.    It  was  two  months  before  he  could  take 
even  a  little  claret  with  his  dinner,  and  he  spent  a  good  part 


of  the  time  in  between  abusing  Dr.  Oppenheimer  and 
his  specific. 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  latest  claimant  [for  fame  and 
fortune  in  the  drink-cure  [line  so  closely  resembles  some  of 
its  predecessors  that  it  is  desirable  it  should  be  received 
with  due  caution.  There  is  not  a 
single  fact  in  the  account  of  the  pro- 
perties of  the  "  specific "  which  jus- 
tifies the  assertion  that  it  is  a  specific, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Bellevue 
Hospital  authorities  will  have  the  trial 
so  conducted  that  the  medicine  may 
not  reap  any  undeserved  advantage. 
We  cannot  understand,  however,  why 
the  hospital  authorities  have  opened 
their  wards  to  experimentation  with 
a  secret  remedy,  especially  one  for 
drunkenness.  Past  experience  shows 
that  similar  articles  introduced  by 
"  regular  physicians "  have  entirely 
failed  to  come  up  to  expectations! 
while  many  of  them  have  been  mere 
catch-pennies.  In  the  face  of  that  the 
wisest  course  to  adopt  is  that  recom- 
mended by  the  British  Society  for  the 
Study  of  Inebriety  —  viz.,  to  treat 
secret  drink- cures  as  quack  nostrums, 
We  do  not  see  that  Dr.  Oppenheimer's 
'  specific  "  can  be  put  in  any  other  cate- 
gory ;  and  the  object  of  this  note  is  to 
anticipate  any  raving  which  may  come  from  such  persons  as 
Mr.  W.  T.  Stead,  who  are  always  ready  to  welcome  things 
of  the  kind. 

All  experience  points  to  the  fact  that  medicinal  remedies 
for  dipsomania  are  of  little  value  per  se.  Their  administra- 
tion must  be  accompanied  by  toe  resolute  desire  of  the 
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patients  to  overcome  the  evil  which  rafflicts  them.  If  they 
give  up  liquor  at  one  fell  swoop,  then  jtheir  systems  must  be 
supported  by  some  stimulant  as  powerful  as  alcohol ;  and, 
unfortunately,  alcohol  in  other  forms  is  too  frequently  the 
substitute.  Therefore,  gradual  decrease  of  the  alcoholic 
stimulants  appears  to  be  the  better  course.

BMtonal  Comments. 


THE    STATE    OF    THE  DRUG-CROPS. 

Following  our  practice  of  former  seasons,  we  have  made 
enquiries  of  the  principal  growers  of  drugs  and  essential-oil 
plants  in  this  country  regarding  the  position  and  prospects 
of  their  crops.  From  the  replies  which  we  have  received 
up  to  date,  of  which  some  are  published  below  in  alpha- 
betical order,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  plants  generally  have 
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suffered  not  inconsiderably  from  the  long  drought  of  May 
and  June.  There  will  be  no  unusually  large  crops  of  any 
drug  of  importance  grown  in  England,  and  some  herbs,  such 
as  henbane,  will  give  much  less  than  an  average  yield. 

It  would  be  a  matter  of  great  interest  to  have  comparative 
statistics  of  the  drug-culture  in  this  country  for,  say,  the 
last  fifty  years.  It  is  notorious  that  the  cultivation  of 
several  raw  materials  for  medicine  and  perfumery  has  fallen 
into  decay  in  this  country ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  such  im- 
portant crops  as  lavender  and  peppermint,  not  to  speak  of  a 
number  of  medicinal  herbs,  maintain  their  ground  against 
all  comers,  and  are  willingly  purchased,  even  by  foreigners, 
at  prices  far  above  those  paid  for  exotic  products.  In 
those  drugs  which  have  gone  out  of  cultivation  in 
England,  German  and  French  competition,  growers  say,  have 
made  profitable  raising  on  British  soil  impossible.  Rose- 
leaves,  for  instance,  are  now  but  little  grown  in  England  for 
commercial  purposes.  Everyone  admits  that  English  rose- 
leaves  are  by  far  the  best ;  but  the  average  buyer,  while 
willing  to  pay  an  increased  price  for  them  on  that  account, 
is  not  prepared  to  go  the  length  of  giving  three  or  four  times 
as  much  money  for  the  English  article  as  for  the  French, 
which  looks  almost  as  nice,  although  it  does  not  keep. 
Hence  France,  and  to  a  less  degree  Holland  and  the  country 
round  Hamburg,  have  replaced  Ecgland  as  rose-leaf  pro- 
ducers. In  chamomiles  the  cheaper,  if  less  fragrant  and 
beautiful  Belgian  flower,  has  to  a  large  extent  ousted  the 
English.  It  is  little  consolation  to  us  to  know  that  French, 
German,  and  Belgian  drug- growers  in  turn  are  threatened 
with  extinction  by  rivals  whose  labour  and  land  are  still 
cheaper  than  theirs,  and  who  are  j  ast  beginning  to  enter  the 
ranks  of  industrial  nations,  viz.: — Hungary  and  Russia. 

It  is,  at  least,  questionable  whether  drug-growing  as  an 
industry  could  not  be  revived  in  England,  and  made  as 
flourishing  as  it  has  ever  been.  To  attain  that  desirable 
end,  however,  it  would  be  necessary — as  most  of  the  sur- 
viving firms  do  now — to  keep  abreast  of  the  scientific 
advance  of  the  age,  and  to  abandon  the  rule-o'-thumb 
methods  of  cultivation  and  distillation  of  the  past.  This 
part  of  the  subject,  however,  opens  up  considerations  which 
cannot  be  profitably  dealt  with  here,  and  we  will  therefore 
return  to  the  question  of  the  prospects  of  the  growing 
crop,  on  which  we  have  received  the  following  advices  : — 

Mr.  John  Bing,  of  Canterbury,  writes  : — "  I  am  this  year  a 
grower  of  lavender  only.  The  plant  looks  fairly  well  at 
present ;  but  the  yield  of  oil  will  largely  depend  on  the 
weather  during  the  month  of  July,  and  I  fear  that  the  older 
plants  have  not  recovered  from  the  effects  of  the  severe  winter 
of  1894-5." 

Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co,  of  Artillery  Lane,  EC, 
and  Mitcham,  are  more  hopeful.  '  Within  the  last  fort- 
night," they  say,  "  the  weather  has  become  very  favourable 
for  the  Mitcham  peppermint  and  lavender  plantations,  the 
growing  districts  in  Surrey  having  been  favoured  with  a 
fair  amount  of  warm  rain,  and  the  farmers  seem  now  to  have 
better  prospects.  It  is  still  too  early,  however,  to  speak  with 
certainty,  because  undoubtedly  the  continued  drought  did 
threaten  to  do,  and  possibly  has  done,  serious  damage." 

Messrs.  John  Ley  land  &  Co.,  of  Bj  fleet,  who  grow  lavender, 
peppermint,  roses,  and  elder- flowers,  are  much  less  sanguine 
with  regard  to  the  position  of  lavender.  They  consider  that 
good  quality  English  oil  of  lavender  is  likely  to  advance 
considerably  in  price  this  season,  firstly  owing  to  the  damage 
done  to  plants  during  the  winter  of  1893-4,  and  secondly 
because  the  continued  drought  of  this  spring  has  prevented 
a  free  growth  oC  the  young  plants. 

On  Mr.  Wm.  Holland's  plantations  at  Market  Deeping  the 
growing  peppermint-crops  look  well,  but  on  account  of  the 


dry  weather  prevailing  in  the  spring  only  a  small  number  of 
new  plants  has  been  planted  out.  The  recent  rains, 
although  they  have  done  much  good  to  the  growing  plants, 
came  too  late  to  be  of  service  for  the  drugs  from  which 
extracts  are  manufactured.  An  almost  identical  report 
comes  from  Messrs.  J.  &  R.  V.  Matthew  Brothers,  of 
Carshalton  and  Wallington,  whose  old  peppermint-plants 
look  fairly  well,  the  recent  rains  having  greatly  improved 
the  crop.  "  As  regards  the  young  plants,"  they  say,  "  the 
acreage  must  be  small,  the  dry  season  prevented  planting  of 
any  great  quantity.  Lavender  will  be  a  poor  crop  ;  at  the 
present  time  it  looks  bad  generally.  Chamomiles  are  looking 
well,  but  only  a  small  acreage  of  this  drug  is  now  grown 
compared  with  former  years." 

Messrs.  J.  &  G.  Miller,  of  Mitcham,  declare  that  it  is  yet 
too  soon  to  give  a  decided  opinion  on  the  prospects  of  the 
Mitcham  crops.  Like  the  cautious  men  they  are,  they  do 
not  want  to  prophesy  until  they  know,  which  will  probably 
be  in  a  week  or  two. 

We  are  indebted  to  Messrs.  W.  Ransom  &  Son,  of  Hitchin, 
for  a  very  interesting  report  on  their  various  products.  In 
order  to  round  off  the  information  on  essential-oil  plants 
given  above  we  will  take  first  their  statements  concerning 
lavender  and  peppermint :—"  The  lavender- plants  at  Hitchin 
are  in  a  forward  condition,  and  the  season  hitherto  has  not 
been  unfavourable.  It  has,  however,  been  impossible  to 
replace  the  plants  destroyed  by  the  severe  winter  of  1894-95, 
and  the  yield  of  oil  this  year  will  probably  be  far  below  the 
average.  The  present  prospects  of  peppermint  are  not  good, 
and  unless  the  weather  be  very  favourable  during  the  next 
month  the  crop  will  probably  be  very  short."  The  following 
statements  apply  to  drug-plants  proper: — Belladonna  will 
be  about  an  average  crop.  A  month  ago  the  plants  were 
suffering  much  from  the  dry  weather,  but  the  recent  rains 
have  materially  improved  the  prospects.  Henbane  is  much 
below  the  average.  Except  on  damp  land  the  growth 
of  the  plants  was  seriously  affected  by  the  long  absence  of 
rain,  only  -36  inch  having  fallen  in  Hitchin  during  May. 
The  June  showers  have  been  too  late  to  avert  what  in  many 
places  has  been  a  failure  of  the  crop.  Aconite  has  not 
materially  suffered,  although  the  plants  are  not  so  high  as 
usual.  The  demand  for  the  green  extract  appears  to  have 
diminished  during  the  last  few  years.  Elaterium  :  Owing 
to  the  mild  winter  the  old  plants  have  not  been  killed,  as 
was  the  case  last  year,  and  there  is  the  prospect  of  a  fair 
supply  of  fruit.

ON  SALE  OR  RETURN. 

A  dozen  London  chemists  had  to  appear  at  the  City  of 
London  Court  to  answer  summonses  taken  out  by  the  agent 
for  a  certain  eucalyptus  oil  which  had  been  placed  in  vary- 
ing quantities  .with  the  defendants.  The  plaintiff  did  not 
allege  in  any  of  these  cases  that  he  had  sold  the  oil  to  the 
defendants  out  and  out ;  but  he  tried  to  enforce  the  theory 
in  some  of  the  actions  that  because  the  chemists  did  not 
return  the  oil  just  at  the  moment  when  he  asked  them  to  do 
so  they  were  responsible  for  it,  and  that  he  thereafter  had 
the  option  of  taking  it  or  refusing  it.  Mr.  Registrar  Wild, 
who  heard  the  cases,  told  the  plaintiff  that  the  onu9  lay  on 
him  of  getting  the  oil  back ;  the  defendants  were  under  no 
obligation  to  take  any  trouble  whatever  with  regard  to  his 
stuff;  and  he  gave  judgment  for  the  defendants,  with,  we 
think,  very  inadequate  expenses,  in  every  instance. 

If  a  dozen  chemists  contested  this  man's  claims  in  court, 
it  is  not  unlikely  that  some  others — perhaps  a  good  many — 
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elected  to  pay  him  rather  than  suffer  the  annoyance  and 
risk  the  uncertainty  of  a  County  Court  action,  for  these 
actions  in  regard  to  goods  left  on  sale  or  return,  when  the 
essential  part  of  the  evidence  is  to  be  all  verbal,  are  un- 
certain in  the  highest  degree.  We  frequently  have  to  report 
cases  where  the  chemist  is  clear  that  goods  he  is  sued  for 
were  left  with  him  on  sale  or  return,  while  the  traveller  who 
sold  the '  goods  is  quite  as  definite  that  no  such  condition 
was  made. 

The  sale  or  return  system  is  a  perfectly  proper  and 
reasonable  one  in  respect  cf  new  goods ;  but  the  wholesale 
dealer  or  manufacturer  who  has  no  other  than  bond  fide 
intentions  can  have  no  objection  to  give  his  assurance  that 
payment  is  to  depend  on  actual  sales  as  clearly  as  possible 
in  writing.  The  retailer  who  accepts  the  plausible  promises 
of  a  glib  traveller  when  such  a  transaction  is  being  nego- 
tiated, and  who  does  Eot  insist  cn  the  agreement  being  a 
written  one,  bearing  the  signature  of  the  firm  he  is  dealing 
with,  is  not  greatly  to  be  pitied  if  his  neglect  results  in 
annoyance  and  expense.  The  glib  people  and  the  manu- 
facturers with  articles  they  want  to  introduce  are  to 
numerous  nowadays  that  this  very  trite  note  may  not  be 
altogether  superfluous. 


THE    OTTO-OF-ROSE  MARKET. 

The  Bulgarian  otto-of-rose  crop  has  now  been  distilled,  and, 
as  is  always  the  case,  extremely  conflicting  reports  are 
current  with  regard  to  its  yield.  The  balance  of  informa- 
tion inclines  to  the  view  that  the  crop  has  been  a  good  one, 
and  the  hope  is  therefore  not  unwarranted  that  within  a  few 
weeks,  when  the  new  season's  prices  are  established,  some 
decline  may  be  announced  from  the  high  rates  which  have 
ruled  for  the  past  three  or  four  years.  This  view  is  borne 
out  by  a  letter  which  we  have  just  received  from  a  corre- 
spondent in  Bulgaria,  whose  ideas,  we  ought  to  acd,  do  not 
usually  err  on  the  side  of  pessimism.  Oar  correspondent's 
letter  is  dated  June  26.    He  writes  : — 

"  The  distillation  of  otto  of  rose  is  now  almost  at  an  end, 
although  it  still  continues  in  the  mountain  villages,  and  is 
not  expected  to  finish  completely  until  about  July  4.  You 
will  therefore  notice  that  this  yeai's  crop  is  about  a  fortnight 
backward.  This  is  due  to  the  late  spring,  and,  above  all, 
to  the  cold  weather  in  April.  As  good  luck  would  have  it, 
however,  the  weather  ever  since  May  1  has  been  excep- 
tionally favourable,  with  repeated  heavy  and  seasonable  rain- 
falls. The  beneficial  effects  of  these  have  rendered  the  present 
crop  one  of  the  richest  in  quality,  and  largest  in  quantity, 
we  have  ever  had.  The  years  of  small  crops  appear  to  be 
gone  for  good.  In  fact,  the  days  of  the  prohibitive  prices 
seem  to  be  over.  On  account  of  the  poor  crops  of  1893, 
1894,  and  1895  the  sophistication  of  otto  had  assumed  fear- 
ful proportions.  The  present  rich  crop  should  correct  this 
evil.  In  my  next  communication  I  shall  give  you  full  details 
of  the  exact  quantity  of  the  total  yield,  also  of  the  surplus 
stock  left  over  from  last  year,  and  of  the  quantity  of  geranium 
oil  imported  in  the  early  spring  for  purposes  of  adulteration. 
The  present  crop  is  not  less  than  95,000  Turkish  ounces. 
The  probability  is  that  it  is  considerably  over  100,000  T.  oz. 
As  a  whole,  the  distillation  this  year  has  lasted  about 
twenty-five  days,  which  is  a  very  long  period,  consider- 
ing the  backwardness  of  the  crop.  This  is  exclusively  due 
to  the  unusually  favourable  weather  during  the  entire 
harvesting  season.  Rarely  has  a  rose-harvest  been  preceded 
and  attended  by  so  many  abundant  rainfalls  and  such  fresh 
and  cool  weather.  The  rose-bush  is  like  the  willo  v-tree — it 
requires  plenty  of  water.  Repeated  rainfalls  during  the 
budding  and  harvesting  season  can  transform  a  most  un- 


promising crop  into  one  of  the  richest  on  record.  Such  has 
been  the  case  this  year,  which  is,  indeed,  a  record-breaker. 
As  late  as  May  1  no  one  expected  even  an  average  crop,  now 
everybody  admits  that  the  yield  has  been  simply  fabulous. 
Some  ten  thousand  stills  were  required  to  do  the  work  of 
the  distillatioE,  and  many  of  these  worked  without  stopping 
for  several  days  and  nights.  Such  abundance  has  occurred 
only  twice  before — in  1871  and  in  1879.  The  present  crop  is 
superior  to  either  of  these  two  rich  crops,  both  in  quality 
and  in  quantity.  In  quality,  because  this  year  over  20  per  cent, 
more  fbwers  have  been  used  to  make  the  same  amount  of 
otto;  and  in  quantity,  because  the  acreage  of  rose- plants 
now  is  nearly  double  of  what  it  was  in  1871  and  1879.  The 
Bulgarian  cereals  for  the  last  three  years  have  realised 
ruinously  low  prices ;  and  as  otto  of  rose  has  meantime  com- 
manded very  high  rates,  the  peasants  everywhere  have  been 
greatly  increasing  their  rose- plantations.  All  those  planted 
in  1893  yielded  a  rich  harvest ;  the  rest  will  attain  their 
maturity  next  year  and  in  1898.  Thus,  instead  of  having 
this  year  a  crop  of  about  80,000  T.  cz.,  we  now  have 
one  estimated  from  95  000  T.  cz.  to  110,000  T.  cz.  Full 
returns  from  each  of  the  153  rose  villages  will  be  on  hand 
in  about  a  fortnight." 

Our  correspondent's  picture  of  the  ten  thousand  stills 
working  night  and  cay  is  drawn,  it  should  be  remembered, 
by  a  Bulgarian,  not  a  British,  pen.  As  the  total  yield  of  the 
rose-crop,  according  to  his  sanguine  estimate,  is  about 
100.000  cz.,  the  average  output  per  still  would  only  be  10  oz. 
after  several  days  of  uninterrupted  activity.  To  achieve  so 
small  a  result,  the  stills  must  not  only  have  been  running 
slowly  ;  they  must,  withal,  have  been  exceeding  small.  But 
there  seems  no  reason  to  doubt  tbat  the  high  prices  of  otto 
of  rose  which  have  prevailed  during  the  last  few  jears  have 
given  a  stimulus  to  the  rose-industry,  and  tbat  if  the  market 
were  ruled  simply  by  supply  and  demand,  otto  of  rose  would 
now  be  worth  quite  cO  per  cent,  less  than  its  actual  market- 
price.  The  current  quotation  is,  in  fact,  quite  an  artificial 
one,  due  to  successful  speculation  on  the  part  of  a  few  houses 
in  Constantinople  and  Bulgaria. 


WHAT  IS  A  PATENT  WORTH? 
Mr.  R.  Richardson,  46  Derry  Street,  Barrow-in-Furness, 
has  got  a  patent  for  a  medicine  for  the  treatment  of  rheu- 
matism, which  consists  of  a  solution  of  sodium  salicylate  in 
water.  It  is  No.  2,338, 1895.  Mr.  Richardson  should  have 
kept  his  money  in  his  pocket,  and  not  wasted  it  upon  such  a 
hoary-headed  idea  as  that. 

THE  BRITISH  PHARMACEUTICAL  CONFERENCE. 
The  programme  of  the  Liverpool  meeting  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference,  which  is  to  be  held  daring  the 
last  week  of  the  present  month,  is  likely  to  attract  a  good 
many  visitors.  The  headquarters  of  the  Conference  at  the 
Adelphi  Hotel  are  exceptionally  luxurious,  and  the  executive 
committee  will  be  able  to  find  accommodation  for  all  their 
visitors  there  if  they  will  only  make  early  application.  We 
are  told,  howsver,  that  there  will  be  some  pressure  in 
consequence  of  the  coincident  visit  of  the  Wesleyan  Con- 
ference to  Liverpool,  so  that  late  applications  for  rooms  at 
the  Adelphi  may  not  be  capable  of  being  satisfied.  Visitors 
who  intend  to  be  present  should  write  to  Mr.  T.  H.  Wardle- 
worth,  the  honorary  local  secretary,  at  56  Hanover  Street, 
Liverpool,  without  delay.  The  Conference  is  to  be  welcomed 
to  Liverpool  by  its  Lord  Mayor,  the  Earl  of  Derby,  thus 
coming  into  contact  with  the  peerage  for  the  second  time 
in  its  history.  Mr.  Martindale,  who  is  its  President  this 
year,  was  also  its  official  mouthpiece  when  the  Marquis  of 
Bute  expressed  his  congratulations  at  Cardiff  a  few  years 
ago.    On  the  excursion  day  Hawarden,  Eaton  Hall,  and 
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Chester  are  to  be  visited.  No  promise  of  a  speech  from  the 
e  x-Premier  is  held  out,  but  he  has,  no  doubt,  a  chapter  on 
pharmacy  laid  away  in  his  encyclopedic  brain,  and  it  is  not 
inconceivable  that  this  may  be  the  occasion  of  bringing  it 
forward. 

THE  SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT- PROPOSED 
BOARD  OF  REFERENCE. 
One  of  the  principal  proposals  to  be  made  by  the  Select 
Committee  which,  during  the  past  two  years,  has  taken 
evidence  in  regard  to  food-products  adulteration  is  to  be, 
it  is  understood,  the  establishment  of  a  board  of  reference, 
which  shall  decide  all  such  questions  as  standards  of  food, 
the  quantity  of  moisture  permissible  in  butter,  and  the 
quantity  of  fat  permissible  in  milk,  and  to  which  shall  be 
referred  all  questions  of  adulteration.  The  Committee  will 
recommend  that  the  beard  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Board 
of  Trade,  and  shall  consist  of  the  principal  officer  of  the 
Government  Laboratory  at  Somerset  House,  representatives 
of  the  General  Medical  Council,  the  Institute  of  Chemistry, 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Local  Government  Board, 
analysts  of  repute,  and  representatives  of  the  trading  and 
manufacturing  interests.  This  is,  of  course,  an  adoption  of 
the  plan  strenuously  advocated  by  a  few  prominent  analysts, 
and  is  intended  to  be  simply  the  supersession  of  the  Somerset 
House  laboratory  as  the  board  of  reference  in  disputed  cases. 
The  recommendation  is  one  which  -vie  hope  traders  will 
oppose  vigorously.  The  effect  of  the  scheme  would  inevitably 
be  to  make  the  analysts  their  own  referees,  and  to  destroy 
the  barrier  of  protection  which  Somerset  House  has  proved 
to  be  against  experimental  expeditions  which,  as  we  too 
well  know,  enterprising  analysts  have  been  prone  to  take  as 
soon  as  a  new  method  or  a  new  fancy  comes  under  their 
notice.  It  is  not  theoretically  perfect  to  choose  an  auto- 
cratic and  irresponsible  Government  department  as  a  board 
of  reference,  but  it  might  be  accepted  until  it  is  proved  to 
have  woiked  badly  for  the  persons  most  concerned,  who, 
we  may  add,  are  not  the  public  analysts. 

READY  RELIEF. 
Such  is  nitrogen,  according  to  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Read,  of 
Edinburgh.  His  father's  name  was  "Reid,"but  he  prefers 
"  Read  "  as  being  more  practical ;  and  he  has  carried  this 
mental  trait  into  other  domains  of  thought,  as  witness  these 
communications,  which  he  has  addressed  to  Messrs.  H.

Pure  Nitrogen  Minerals. 
Gentlemen,— Nitrogen  is  four-fifths  of  the  atmosphere  and  nine-tenths  of 
the  ocean,  and  I  hold  that  the  bulk  of  fresh  water  is  nitrogen  and  not 
oxygen,  and  that  lime  is  essentially  a  soda  mineral  of  which  the  bulk  is 
oxygen  ;  lime-juice  probably  hides  this  by  being  heavily  hydrogenous- 
Sea-shells  make  a  purer  phosphate  of  lime  than  anything  in  a  chemist's 
shop.  Its  use  restores  the  youthful  heat  to  the  system,  gradually  renewing 
the  constitution.  Oui  family  have  thus  all  had  their  youth  restored  :  the 
effects  are  especially  noticeable  in  the  ease  of  my  mother,  who  is  about 
sixty  ;  but  for  it  she  could  not  be  living  now.  There  is  no  mistake  about 
this  ;  it  is  thoroughly  genuine.  To  use,  the  shells  should  be  ground,  and 
then  mixed  with  water,  a  teaspoonful  daily  taken  for  a  week  or  ten  days  at 
a  time.  "While  quite  inocuous,  it  is  still  very  strong  through  hydrogenous 
essences  which  are  disinfecting,  but  oppressing  in  large  quantities.  A  few 
weeks  shews  pleasing  effects,  and  a  few  months  phenomenal  results.  This 
is  now  known  to  numerous  personi,  as  it  is  over  a  year  since  I  hive  proved 
great  value.  Yours,  &c.

Gentlemen,— I  see  you  have  got  the  Despatch  to  publish  my  letter. 
It  will  help  to  make  the  subject  known.  I  should  point  out  that  no  shell 
sediment  is  swallowed,  simply  the  flavoured  water.  The  process  is  similar 
to  drinking  flavoured  water  out  of  a  bitter-wood  cup.  Many  people  are  so 
dense  that  they  would  think  the  grit  should  be  eaten.  I  am  writing  to  the 
Despatch  to  the  same  effect.  I  have  written  to  about  forty  doctors  on  the 
question,  and  to  many  of  them  sent  bottled  samples.  The  shells  will  rest 
on  their  merits,  and  if,  as  I  claim,  it  must  gradually  come  out,  I  stand  or 
fall  on  the  matter  by  actual  tests,  and  my  advice  to  the  sceptical  is 
experiment.  It  can't  hurt  unless  people  take  it  non-homopathically  and 
ntermittently.  Truly,  &o. 


Humanity  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Raad  for  hia 
magnanimous  spirit  in  making  no  secret  of  his  wonderful 
remedy ;  for,  in  addition  to  these  letters,  he  sent  Messrs. 
Baildon  a  sample  of  the  medicine  with  its  components  clearly 
indicated  both  in  writing  and  by  the  uncontused  condition  of 
the  remedies.  They  are  (1)  mussel-shells  (red  blue)  from 
mouth  of  Almond,  west  side ;  (2)  silver  shells  from  four 
miles  west  of  Queensferry  ;  (3)  red  and  brown  lime  shells, 
Rosebery  beach  ;  (4)  oyster-shells,  west  of  Granton  ;  and  (5) 
pebbles  from  the  same  place.

We  are  concerned  to  know  if  this  is  the  case,  for  our  sub- 
scribers near  many  shores  on  the  world's  belt  from  Vancouver 
to  St.  Johns,  and  from  Greenland's  icy  mountains  south- 
wards, may  have  the  idea  that  Mr.  Read  has  entered  into  a 
conspiracy  with  Earl  Rosebery  and  the  Duke  of  Buccleuch 
to  dispose  of  their  Forth  foreshores  as  homoeopathic 
medicines,  and  therefore  at  higher  figures  than  they  are 
worth  as  bathing-places.  What  wa  want  to  know  is  if,  e.g., 
Whitstable  oyster-shells  and  South  Sea  cowries  may  be  relied 
upon  to  bring  back  the  youthful  heat  to  the  system  ?  There 
should  be  no  monopoly  in  a  sovereign  remedy  of  this 
character.

Celluloid. 

The  composition  of  celluloid  is  substantially :  Binitro- 
cellnlose  100,  zinc  oxide  30,  camphor  48,  castor  oil  20, 
alcohol  65,  and  ultramarine  0  1  parts. 

Test  fob  Foemalin. 
Analysts  now  lay  considerable  stress  upon  the  detection 
of  formalin  in  milk,  and  Mr.  Otto  Hehner  supplies  the 
following  sensitive  and  characteristic  test  {Analyst,  page  94). 
If  to  the  distillate  from  a  sample  of  milk,  &c,  1  drop  of  a 
dilute  aqueous  solution  of  phenol  is  added,  and  the  mixture 
poured  upon  strong  sulphuric  acid  contained  in  a  lest- tube, 
a  bright  crimson  colour  appears  in  the  zone  of  contact. 
This  colour  is  readily  seen  with  1  part  of  formaldehyde  in 
200,000  of  water.  If  there  is  more  than  1  part  in  100,000, 
there  is  seen  above  the  red  ring  a  white,  milky  zone,  while 
in  stronger  solutions  a  copious  white  or  slightly  pink,  curdy 
precipitate  is  obtained  Mr.  Hehner  has  made  some  experi- 
ments as  to  the  rate  at  which  formalin  disappears  from 
milk  on  keeping.  To  three  portions  of  pure  milk  formal- 
dehyde was  added  in  the  proportions  of  1  of  the  aldehyde 
to  25,000,  1  to  50,000,  and  1  to  100,000,  the  milk  thus  pre- 
served being  kept  in  stoppered  bottles.  After  one  week  no 
formalin  could  be  detected  in  the  sample  containing  1  part 
in  100,000  ;  after  two  weeks  none  in  the  1  in  50,000  sample ; 
while  after  three  weeks  there  was  only  the  faintest  trace 
discoverable  in  the  1  in  25,000  sample. 

Caetophylltjs  Indicds  Majob. 
The  result  of  an  examination  of  the  plant  known  in 
Mexico  as  cempoaxochitl,  or  "  twenty  flower?,"  is  given  in  a 
recent  number  of  La  Farmacla  de  Mejico  by  Sefior  Felipe 
Rodriguez.  The  plant  is  Tagetes  erecta,  N.O.  composites,  known 
to  the  botanists  of  the  sixteenth  century  ai  oaryophyllus 
indicus  major,  and  credited  in  the  Mexican  Pharmacopoeia 
with  febrifuge,  aperient,  stomachic,  and  anthelmintic  pro- 
perties. Rodriguez  could  not  isolate  any  alkaloid  from  the 
plant,  although  alkaloidal  reactions  were  given  by  the 
alcoholic  tincture.  An  essential  oil  of  acrid  taste,  thick 
consistence,  but  lighter  than  water,  oxidising  on  exposure  to 
air,  and  having  no  action  on  iodine,  was  obtained  by  shaking 
an  aqueous  distillate  with  successive  portions  of  ether.  The 
other  principles  found  were  a  reddish-brown  resin  acid, 
soluble  in  alcohol,  ether,  benzol,  and  chloroform,  which 
combines  readily  with  alkalies  and  an  amorphous  golden- 
yellow  colouring-matter.  As  regards  the  medicinal  uses  of 
the  drug,  the  author  considers  a  tincture  and  an  ointment 
would  be  worth  trial  to  test  its  reputed  febrifuge  and 
anthelmintic  properties.  The  colouring-matter  might  be 
utilised  for  dyeing,  as  it  is  easily  mordanted  with  aluminium 
sulphate. 

Titration  of  Quinine. 
When  Mr.  A.  H.  Allen  is  busy  on  his  well-known  work  on 
"  Commercial  Organic  Analysis,"  one  can  almost  judge  of 
where  he  is  at  by  the  pithy  notes  which  he  publishes.  A- 
recent  one  is  on  the  titration  of  quinine  {Analyst,  page  85), 
in  the  course  of  which  he  mentions  that  phenolphtbalein  is 
quite  unsuitable  as  an  indicator,  and  litmus  is  not  much 
better,  in  titrating  alkaloids  generally.  As  to  quinine,  the 
fact  has  to  be  remembered  that  the  ordinary  quinine  sulphate 
of  commerce,  though  practically  neutral  to  brazil-wood, 
logwood,  and  cochineal,  is  strongly  alkaline  to  methyl- 
orange,  so  that  the  end-reaction  with  the  last-mentioned  is 
when  the  acid  sulphate  is  formed,  while  with  brazil-wood, 
&c,  the  end-point  comes  when  half  as  much  acid  is  used. 
The  sparingly- soluble  sulphate,  Qu2,H„SO„  is  distinctly 
alkaline  to  litmus,  and  hence  this  indicator  cannot  be  con- 
veniently used  for  the  titration  of  quinine,  though  the  end- 
reaction  is  well  marked.  It  is  highly  important,  therefore, 
that  workers  should  be  particular  in  the  use  of  these 
indicators.  Mr'.  Allen  adds  that  experiments  made  in  his 
laboratory  on  the  titration  of  cinchonine  and  cinchonidine 
with  various  indicators  have  led  to  such  anomalous  results 
as  to  render  it  doubtful  if  the  constitution  of  these  bases,  or 
at  least  the  composition  of  the  commercial  article,  is 
correctly  understood.

Fiat  massa  o.  aqua  et  divide  in  pil.  c. 
One  pill  to  be  taken  twice  daily. 

Ceoton-chlobal  fob  Tapewobm. 
Ceoton-chlobal  Hydbate  is  the  latest  remedy  for 
tapeworm.    It  is  recommended  by  Dr.  J.  Renshaw  to  be 
given  in  pills,  viz  : — 

Crotou-chloral  hydrat   9ij. 

Pulv.  tragacanth   gr.  iss. 

Pulv.  aeacise    . .       . .  gr.  iv. 

Syrupi   .,       ...       ..  Ut  fiat  massa 

Divide  in  pilula?  xxiv. 

Four  of  these  pills  are  to  be  taken  at  bedtime,  and  four 
next  morning  early,  following  the  latter  an  hour  after  with 
a  dose  of  infusion  of  senna  flavoured  with  chloric  ether. 

Smabting. 

De  Cael  Seilee,  of  Philadelphia,  has  raised  a  curious  but 
important  point  in  regard  to  the  strength  of  solutions  for 
topical  medication.  He  says  that  the  normal  saline  solution 
for  regular  osmosis,  so  far  as  the  blood-vessels  are  concerned, 
is  one  of  56  grs.  sodium  chloride  to  the  pint — presumably  the 
American  pint  of  16  cz  — so  that  when  lotions,  &c,  of  different 
density  to  that  solution  are  used  much  unnecessary  pain  is 
felt,  because  either  endosmosis  or  exosmosis  becomes  exces- 
sively ripid,  with  corresponding  disturbance  to  the  tissues. 
There  is  a  point  in  this,  but  Dr.  Seiler  adds  the  following 
paragraph: — "Another  well-known  io  stance  of  the  produc- 
tion of  pain  by  improper  specific  gravity  of  external  appli- 
cation of  liquids  is  the  sense  of  burning  and  the  congestion 
resulting  from  the  application  of  undiluted  glycerine  to 
chapped  skin  of  the  arms  or  bands,  and  which  immediately 
disappear  when  the  glycerine  is  diluted  to  the  proper  density 
so  that  osmosis  is  prevented."  We  have  always  understood 
that  the  smarting  of  glycerine  is  due  to  its  not  being  fully 
hydrated. 

Guaiacum  in  Gout. 
That  veteran  therapeutist,  Sir  Alfred  B.  Garrod,  is  still 
active  in  respect  to  medical  matters.  He  appeared  at  the 
last  May  meeting  of  the  Royal  Medical  and  Chirurgical 
Society  with  a  paper  on  "  The  Use  of  Guaiacum  in  the  Treat- 
ment of  Chronic  Gouty  Affections,  and  its  Value  in  Warding 
off  Acute  Attacks."  He  recalled  a  paper  by  himself  read  to 
the  Society  in  1848  on  a  co-related  subject,  and  after  speak- 
ing of  numerous  observations  carried  on  for  very  many  years 
among  both  hospital  and  private  patients  with  guaiacum, 
both  in  the  form  of  a  powder  and  as  ammoniated  tincture  of 
guaiacum,  he  thought  he  had  been  successful  in  establishing 
the  following  points  in  regard  to  the  action  of  the  drug : — 

1.  Guaiacum  is  innocuous,  and  may  be  taken  for  an 
indefinite  period  of  time,  and  looked  upon  as  a  condiment 
rather  than  a  drug — as  harmless  as  ginger  or  any  other 
condiment. 

2.  Guaiacum  possesses  a  considerable  power  (but  less  than 
colchicum)  in  directly  relieving  patients  suffering  from  gouty 
inflammation  of  any  part ;  it  may  be  given  whenever  there 
is  but  little  fever. 

3.  Guaiacum,  taken  in  the  intervals  of  gouty  attacks,  has 
a  considerable  power  of  averting  their  recurrence;  in  fact.it 
is  a  very  powerful  prophylactic. 

4.  Guaiacum  does  not  appear  to  lose  its  prophj  lactic 
power  by  long-continued  use. 

5.  There  are  a  few  persons  who  cannot  readily  continue 
the  use  of  guaiacum  ;  for  such  cases  theie  are  other  drugs 
whose  action  as  prophylactics  is  in  some  respects  similar 
perhaps  serpentary  is  one  of  the  most  powerful  of  these.

1HE  week,  of  which  particulars  are  given  below,  has  been  one 
of  the  quietest  in  the  drug  and  chemical  markets  this  year_ 
This  is  to  some  extent  due  to  the  interruption  caused  by 
the  half-yearly  stocktaking,  but  that  circumstance  hardly  ex- 
plains the  entire  stagnation  which  reigns  in  most  departments. 
The  dulness  in  the  drug-trade  is  also  singularly  at  variance 
with  the  fact  that  the  general  trade  of  the  country  continues 
to  be  pretty  satisfactory,  as  is  proved  by  the  revenue  returns 
published  on  July  1.    These  returns  show  tbat  the  national 
revenue  during  the  quarter  ending  June  30, 1893,  amounted  to 
24,011,08U.  compared  with  only  22.383.031Z.  in  the  cor- 
responding quarter  of  last  year.     The  changes  in  heavy 
chemicals  are  very  few.    Carbolic  acid  is  tending  easier  all 
round,  v.hile  bleaching-powder  is  dull  of  sale  at  some- 
wtat  lower  rates.     There   is  less  demand  for  creasote. 
Chlorates  of  potash  and  soda,  as  well  as  acid  crystals,  are 
very  quiet.     Sulphate  of  copper  is  also  easing  off  some- 
what.   Arsenic  is  in  rather  better  supply.    In  fine  chemicals 
the  chief  incident  in  the  week  has  been  the  restoration 
of  the  extra  15  per  cent,  discount  on  salicylic  acid  and 
salicylates,  which  wa3  abolished  three  months  ago.  Refined 
camphor  is  offering  at  easier  rates  in  certain  quarters,  but 
English  makers  are  quite  firm.    Cream  of  tartar  has 
advanced.    Citric  and  tartaric  acids  show  no  alteration,  and 
quinine  remains  extremely  dull.    In  the  drug- market  we  have 
to  report  a  strong  but  apparently  speculative  upward  move- 
ment in  crude  camphor.    Cascara  sagrada  is  quite  dull ; 
gum  acacia  neglected.    Insect- flowers  firmly  held.  Cod-liver 
oil  tending  slightly  firmer.    Good  qualities  of  sarsaparilla  and 
and  senna  are  scarce,  and  ipecacuanha  is  quoted  somewhat 
higher.    Cassia  oil  is  firm.    Citronella  rather  neglected. 
Otto   of   rose   is    likely  to  be  easier,    though  French 
oils  of  red  and  white  thyme  have  advanced  about  3d. 
Italian   essences,   however,    are    dull   of    sale.  Castor 
oil   very  firm,   and   tending    dearer.     Colocynth  keeps 
steady,    and    most    varieties    of    medicinal  balsams, 
especially  copaiba  and  tolu,  are  scarce.    Glycerine  is  in 
excellent  demand  at  firm  prices.    In  drysalteries,  &c , 
there  are  few  alterations.    Shellac,  after  being  very  firm  in 
the  early  part  of  the  week,  closes  quieter.    The  varnish 
gum  auctions  to  day  went  off  very  quietly,  partly- scraped 
Kauri    gum    being    easier,  while    Sumatra  damar  sold 
cheaply.    Quicksilver  very  quiet.    Spices  dull  all  round, 
Zanzibar  cloves  being  particularly  flat.    Linseed  oil  and 
rape  oil  steady.    Cotton-seed  oil  about  3d.  lower  for  crude 
and  slightly  easier  for  refined.    Cocoanut.  palm,  and  olive 
oils  unchauged  for  all  varieties.    Turpentine  slightly  lower. 
The  Bank-rate  is  maintained  at  2  per  cent ,  and  bar-silver 
_  is  slightly  lower,  31T73d  per  oz.  being  to-day's  quotation. 


Our  New  York  correspondent,  telegraphing  on  Thursday 
afternoon,  states  that  all  Balsams  as  well  as  Curacao  aloes 
American  aie  extreme'y  firmly  held.  Large  sales  of 
Telegram.  CMele  gum  have  been  made  during  the  week, 
and  the  present  price  is  333.  per  lb.  It  seems  now  quite 
certain  that  Californian  honey  will  this  season  yield  only 
one-third  of  the  average  crop,  hence  prices  are  rapidly 
advancing.  Jalap  is  plentifully  offering  at  10c.  per  lb.  There 
is  a  very  strong  feeling  in  Mexican  sarsaparilla  and  Man- 
drake-root  is  also  strong.  Quinine  and  Opium  remain  quite 
unchanged. 


We  report  under  Company  News  the  formation  of  a 
Scotch  company  to  work  the  process  for  making  bleach- 
ing-powder,  invented  by  Messrs.  Scott  and 
Scott -vogt  Vogt.  In  this  process  gaseous  hydrochloric 
Bleaching-  acid  is  brought  in  contact  with  gaseous 
pow  er.  nitric  acid  in  a  specially -designed  and  con- 
structed apparatus,  through  which  a  constant  stream  of 
heated  sulphuric  acid  flows.  The  sulphuric  acid  absorbs  all 
the  water  formed  by  the  interaction  of  the  two  gases,  and  is 
concentrated  to  be  used  over  again.  The  gaseous  hydro- 
chloric and  nitric  acids  form  by  their  interaction  chlorine 
and  a  compound  of  chlorine  and  nitrous  oxide,  which  are 
carried  forward  to  a  series  of  towers,  in  which  the  nitric 
oxide  and  some  hydrochloric  acid  are  removed  from  the 
gases,  and  from  which  the  chlorine  in  a  pure  state  passes  on 
either  to  be  absorbed  by  lime  in  the  usual  way  to  form 
bleaching- powder,  or,  it  may  be,  condensed  in  suitable 
apparatus  into  liquid  chlorine,  for  which,  on  account  of  its 
purity,  it  is  specially  suitable.  The  nitrous  gas  recovered  in 
the  towers  is  reconverted  into  nitric  acid,  and  returns  to 
begin  the  cycle  of  operations  again.  An  apparatus  for  the 
recovery  of  the  nitric  acid  has  also  been  erected  and  found 
to  woik  perfectly.  By  this  process  practically  the  whole  of 
the  chlorine  in  salt  can  be  converted  into  bleaching-powder. 
In  none  of  the  accounts  which  we  have  seen  of  the  process 
has  any  estimate  been  given  of  the  cost  of  working  it,  and 
until  that  is  known  it  would  be  rash  to  say  that  the  new 
venture  will  affect  the  price  of  bleaching-powder.  We  are, 
indeed,  rather  inclined  to  think  that  the  greater  yield  of 
chlorine  will  only  be  a  fair  set-off  to  the  increased  cost  of 
working  the  process.  More  sulphuric  acid  must  be  used  in 
it,  and  more  of  that  most  destructive  of  all  acids,  nitric 
acid,  so  that  the  tear  and  wear  of  plant  is  likely  to  be  con- 
siderable. 


Acid  (Cabbolic)  is  rather  easier,  with  a  declining 
tendency.  Crystals,  39°  to  40°  C,  may  be  had  at  6§<Z. ; 
34°  to  35°  C,  at  C^d.  per  lb.  Not  so  long  ago  as  much  as

can  be  had  at  Is.  lid.  per  gallon. 

Acid  (Salicylic). — Owing  to  the  decline  in  the  price  of 
carbolic  acid,  the  extra  allowance  of  15  per  cent,  discount 
off  salicylic  acid  and  the  salicylates,  which  was  abolished  on 
March  30,  has  again  been  restored.  The  quotations  for  the

English  powder.  There  does  not  seem  any  prospect  of  ap- 
preciably lower  rates  until  an  improvement  sets  in  in  the 
tin  industry. 

Balsam  (Copaiba)  —Extremely  firmly  held ;  there  is 
very  little  of  fine  quality  to  be  had,  the  nominal  price  for 
best  Maranham  being  2s.  2d  per  lb. 

Camphor  (Crude). — After  being  very  unsettled  for 
one  or  two  days  the  market  has  assumed  a  decidedly 
firmer  character.  At  the  end  of  last  week  Formosa 
camphor  for  Jaly-August  steamer  shipment  was  still 
obtainable  at  12s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.  terms,  at  which  busi- 
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ness  was  reported  to  have  been  done.  Since  then, 
however,  the  quotations  have  steadily  risen,  and  several 
hundred  piculs  are  reported  to  have  changed  hands  at  75s. 
per  cwt.  for  June- July  shipment,  and  at  82s.  6d.,  c.i.f.,  for 
near  at  hand.  Within  the  last  two  days  bids  of  82s.  6d., 
c.i.f ,  have  been  refused,  and  at  present  the  quotation  runs 
from  84s.  to  85s.,  c  i.f.

15s.  per  ton,  f.o.b., 
for  first  pressings,  while  medicinal  French  offers  at  ilbl.  per 
ton,  London  terms.  From  Calcutta  is  is  reported  that  the 
export  demand  for  both  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Colonies 
has  much  improved  lately,  while  the  stocks  are  small  and  the 
output  is  limited  by  the  scarcity  of  seed  in  all  producing 
districts. 

Oil  (Cod-livee).— Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on 
June  27: — The  oil-market  here  is  very  quiet  and  without 
business.  Best  new  non-congealing  Lofoten  oil  may  be  had 
at  172s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b. ;  best  ditto  Finnmarhen  probably  at 
166s.,  f.o.b.  The  exports  of  cod-liver  oil  from  Bergen  this 
year  up  to  date  are  2,000  barrels,  against  2,200  barrels  in 
1895.  The  London  market  is  rather  firmer,  although  there 
is  no  change  in  price  as  yet.  It  is  stated,  however,  that 
over  600  barrels  have  been  destroyed  in  the  fire  which 
occurred  at  Sharp's  Wharf,  Wapping,  on  Saturday  last. 

Oils  (Essential). —  Gitronella  oil  is  still  tending  lower. 
At  the  close  of  last  week  15  tons,  in  drums,  changed  hands 
at  Is.  2\d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  for  September  and  December  ship- 
ment to  London.  July-September  shipment  has  sold  at  Is.  2d. 
per  lb.  c.i  f.  Spot  is  quoted  at  Is.  4rf.  per  lb.  in  drums,  and 
Is.  6d.  per  lb.  in  tins.  Oil  of  lemongrass  is  quiet.  On  the 
spot  small  sales  have  been  made  at  2\d.  per  oz  ,  and  to-day 
2\d.  per  cz.  is  asked.  We  refer  to  the  Otto-of-rose  crop  on 
another  page.  According  to  the  agents  in  London, 
no  reliable  news  is  yet  obtainable  as  to  the  output, 
but  there  is  general  belief  that  prices  will  be  lower. 
The  movement  in  Oil  of  star-  anise  to  which  we  referred  last 
week  has  subsided,  although  some  further  business  has  been 
done  this  week  at  slightly  higher  rates.  To-day's  quotations 
for  August-July  shipment  is  6s.  6d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  and  for 
September- December  from  6s.  Id.  to  6s.  2d.  per  lb,  c.i.f. 
terms.    The  spot  quotation,  however,  is  certainly  not 
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above  7s.  6d.  per  lb.  to-day.  Oil  of  cassia  is  said 
to  be  slightly  firmer  for  high  grade  qualities.  The 
following  particulars  relating  to  French  essential  oils 
are  supplied  by  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co. : — "  Over  a  large 
area  of  France,  and  particularly  in  the  south,  the  weather 
has  changed  considerably  since  the  beginning  of  June. 
After  a  continuous  drought  of  about  five  months  showers 
have  fallen  and  revived  the  small  plants.  The  distillation  of 
Rosemary  will  take  place  shortly,  and  that  of  Thyme  will  be 
carried  on  more  actively  now,  but  no  average  crop  will  be 
obtained.  The  rains  have  been  particularly  favourable  to 
the  mountain  plants  which  are  distilled  in  the  autumn — 
viz.,  Lavender  and  Spike — and  if  we  have  some  heavy  showers 
towards  the  middle  of  July,  it  is  probable  that  the  quantity 
produced  will  turn  out  better  than  expected  ;  but  we  must 
wait,  say,  another  month  before  giving  a  definite  opinion. 
For  'lhyme  and  Rosemary  advanced  prices  have  already  been 
paid,  and  there  are  buyers  at  further  increased  figures,  but 
holders  are  very  firm.  As  regards  the  autumn  essences, 
with  no  old  stock  in  first  hand,  and  very  little  in  second 
hand,  the  situation  does  not  encourage  us  to  hope  for  the 
low  limits  of  1895,  and  it  is  certain  that  higher  prices  will  be 
asked  and  paid.  Otto  of  Roses :  We  hear  on  very  good 
authority  that  the  crop  is  likely  to  be  a  big  one,  and  that 
the  distillation  is  now  taking  place  ucder  particularly 
favourable  circumstances,  the  weather  being  all  that  can  be 
desired,  and  the  yield  proving  far  beyond  anticipation." 

Oil  (Olive). — The  London  market  remains  very  quiet, 
an  average  amount  of  business  being  transacted  at  unchanged 
rates.  It  is  stated  that  the  new  crop  in  Asia  Minor  is  likely 
to  be  very  good,  and  for  this  reason  holders  of  oil  show  con- 
siderable anxiety  to  clear  their  stocks,  and  would  accept 
lower  rates.  New- crop  oil  is  being  offered  by  speculators 
for  shipment,  January  to  March  1897,  at  low  rates,  so  far 
without  resulting  in  business.  The  prospects  in  Sicily  are 
very  satisfactory,  but  there  is  no  demand  for  export  and 
prices  have  fallen.  In  Italy  generally  the  crop  is  not 
expected  to  be  a  large  one,  and  is  likely  to  be  rather  back- 
ward. The  Spanish  market  is  dull  just  at  present,  the  bulk 
of  the  oil  being  taken  for  local  requirements. 

Opium. — Very  quiet,  with  a  small  consuming  demand  for 
manufacturing  and  soft-shipping  descriptions.  The  quota- 
tions now  range  as  follows: — Turkish,  good  to  fine  soft- 
shipping,  lis.  6d.  to  13s.  6d. ;  ditto  Smyrna,  8s.  9d.  to  9s. ; 
second  Bruggists',  8s.  3d.  to  8s.  6d. ;  common  to  fine  Con- 
stantinople, 8s.  6d.  to  9s.  per  lb.  New-crop  Salonica  opium 
is  now  arriving.  New  Persian  opium  has  been  offered  to 
arrive  at  low  rates  by  speculatois,  and  as  a  result  holders  of 
spot  supplies  have  also  reduced  their  prices.  A  fair  amount 
of  business  has  been  done  in  it  at  from  10s.

A  moderate  sale  of  Ceylons  on  Tuesday  went  off 
rapidly  at  steadier  prices,  commoner  sorts  in  some  cases 
showing  \d.  per  lb.  advance  on  the  lowest  quotations  of  the 
previous  rortnight.  The  country  has  realised  what  excellent 
value  Ceylon  teas  showed  alongside  of  Indians,  and  it  was 
generally  felt  that,  for  a  time  at  any  rate,  bottom  had  been 
touched.

Native  and 
foreign  planters  in  that  island  are  now  devoting  special 
attention  to  the  growing  and  carefal  curing  of  the  bean. 
Most  of  the  Tahiti  vanilla  goes  to  the  United  States,  who 
imported  30,816  lbs.  in  1895,  while  4,325  lbs.  went  to  France, 
6,343  lbs.  to  England,  6,432  lbs.  to  New  Zealand,  and  about 
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2,700  lbs.  to  Germany  and  Chili.  The  present  stick  of  all 
kinds  of  vanilla  in  the  London  warehouses  is  said  to  be  only 
256  tins,  against  575  tins  at  the  end  of  1895. 

Wax  (Japan)  remains  quite  dull  of  sale,  at  32s.  6d.  ler 
cwt.  for  good  pale  squares  on  the  spot.

No  decision  has  yet  been  arrived  at.  The  advices  from  the 
growing  districts  announce  that  at  the  last  moment  harvest- 
ing has  been  interfered  with  by  unpropitious  weather,  and 
all  the  holders  are  extremely  firm  in  consequence.  Con- 
siderable American  orders  have  been  held  over  for  several 
weeks  in  the  hope  that  owners  would  give  way,  but  at  the 

!  last  moment  some  78  cases  changed  hands  at  from  8s.  2\d. 

;  to  8s.  3d.  per  lb.  for  Talequale.  The  arrivals  up  to  date  are 
only  25  cases  against  112  at  the  same  time  la9t  season.  The 
firss  case  of  new  opium  arrived  about  Jane  10,  sixteen  days 
later  as  compared  with  last  year."  Another  correspondent 
writes  on  trie  26th  its;.  :— "It  is  now  pretty  well  con- 
firmed from  every  producing  district  that  our  crop  will  not 
exceed  3,000  cases.  Some  make  it  4,500,  but  the  parties 
who  give  this  estimate  have  sold  to  arrive,  or  are  con- 
templating to  speculate,  for  which  reason  they  exaggerate 
the  outturn  of  the  crop,  hoping  thereby  to  keep  down  prices 
or  to  bring  about  a  fall,  so  as  to  suit  their  purpose.  How- 
ever, we  do  not  at  all  hope  or  expect  to  see  lower  prices  this 
year,  for  both  the  English  and  American  stocks  are  very 
much  reduced  ;  and  Persian  opium  will  be  held  at  high  prices 
owing  to  the  demand  for  it  from  China.  Our  holders  are 
determined  to  maintain  the  present  quotations,  which  are 
from  8s.  3d.  to  9s.,  according  to  quality ;  and  our  market 
hopes  the  time  will  come,  when  the  demand  is  brisk,  to  sell 
most  of  the  stock  from  10s.  to  10s.  6d.  Oar  Constantinople 
correspondent  writes  on  June  25  : — "  Opium  remains  quietly 
steady  at  8s,  f.o  b,,  for  druggists',  with  few  sellers.  There 
are  buyers  at  about  a  penny  oelow  this,  but  holders  refuse  to 
come  down  just  as  yet.  New  crop  has  been  sold  in  some 
districts  at  the  parity  of  7s.  lOd.  to  8s.,  f  o.b.  The  yield  will 
probably  be  4,000  to  4,500  cases  (more  than  this  being  most 
improbable) ;  but  if  the  weather  is  unfavourable  while 
gathering  is  going  on  in  the  higher  districts,  the  output  will, 
of  course,  be  proportionately  less.  There  have  been  severe 
hail  storms  in  some  of  the  "  soft "  districts  and  damage  has 
resulted,  but  to  what  extent  we  cannot  yet  say."

Beciprocity  v.  Retaliation. 

Sib, — Although  the  British,  as  a  nation,  are  often  held  up 
to  ridicule  by  the  French,  we  are  occasionally  also  set  np  as 
an  example.  Oar  neighbours  give  the  British  Government 
credit  for  protecting  H.M.'s  subjects  in  whatever  quarter  of 
the  globe  they  may  be  residing,  while  they  censure  their 
own  Government  for  its  indifference  to  the  appeals  of  those 
of  their  countrymen  who  require  its  aid. 

Although  there  may  be  a  great  deal  of  truth  in  this 
assertion,  it  is  open  to  qualifications,  as  many  of  us  who 
are  British  subjects  residing  in  France  must  admit.  Take 
the  case,  for  instance,  of  English  chemists  established  here. 
It  is  understood  that  no  one,  unless  he  obtain  the  necessary 
diploma  from  the  Eoole  de  Pharmacie,  is  allowed  to  practise 
as  a  pharmacien.  This  law  is  only  just,  and  nobody  should 
attempt  to  evade  it,  although  there  are  many  pharmacies 
belonging  to  individuals  who  know  nothing  of  the  business, 
carried  on  under  a  prcte-nom,  who  alone  is  responsible. 
This  manner  of  carrying  on  a  pharmacy  is  illegal,  but  it  is 
tolerated  until  a  formal  complaint  is  made  to  the  Prefect, 
who  then  takes  the  matter  up  and  prosecutes  the  parties 
concerned.  What  we  English  chemists  have  to  complain  of 
is  that  after  passing  the  necessary  examinations  and  ob- 
taining a  diploma,  which  allows  us  to  practise  our  profession, 
we  are  debarred  from  supplying  to  our  customers  other 
English  medicines  than  those  which  have  been  previously 
sent  to  the  Academy  of  Medicine  for  analysis.  As  among 
our  manufacturers  of  proprietary  articles  there  is  not 
one  in  ten  who  has  submitted,  or  who  cares  to  submit, 
his  goods  for  inspection,  and  thin  supply  the  authorities 
with  private— sometimes  valuable — formulas,  the  greater 
number  of  those  medicines  sought  after  cannot  be  imported. 
Thus,  we  chemists  have  daily  to  refuse  customers,  and 
consequently  are  at  a  great  lo3s.  Through  the  stringent 
regulations  at  the  Custom  House,  which  are  being  more  and 
more  enforced,  we  are  boycotted  to  an  extent  that,  unless 
our  Government  intercedes  for  us  in  someway, we  shall  have 
to  close  our  establish  ments. 

Application  has  been  made  to  our  late  Ambassador, 
through  the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  at  Nice,  asking 
him  to  endeavour  to  convince  the  French  Government  that 
special  permission  should  be  granted  to  English  chemists 
who  cater  for  their  own  countrymen.  In  a  letter  which  his 
Lordship  addressed  to  the  Chamber  he  informed  the  Presi- 
dent that  he  had  interested  himself  in  our  behalf,  but  that 
he  feared  he  could  not  be  of  any  assistance  to  us. 

I  am  a  believer  in  "  free  trade,"  but,  I  take  it,  that  unless 
there  exists  reciprocity  between  nations  or  individuals, 
free  trade  is  only  a  misnomer,  and  that  the  only  way  to 
bring  protectionists  to  their  senses  is  by  retaliating,  and  not 
humbly  to  submit.  In  all  religious  matters  the  doctrine  of 
the  New  Testament  is  doubtless  that  which  Christians 
should  endeavour  to  adopt,  but  in  business  transactions  I 
consider  that  of  the  Mosaic  dispensation  the  most  rational. 

To  give  an  example  of  the  worries  to  which  we  are  ex- 
posed. In  May,  1835,  a  parcel  arrived  at  Nice  for  me,  con- 
taining some  effervescing  piperazine,  together  with  some 
B.  &  W.'s  thyroid  tabloids.  These  articles  were  retained  at 
the  Douane  until  ten  days  ago.  Permission  being  refused,  I 
was  compelled  to  return  them  to  London,  and,  to  add  insult 
to  injury,  a  tax  of  7.50E.  was  imposed  for  imgasinige  and 
other  formalities  connected  with  the  non-delivery  of  the 
goods.   This  is  not  an  isolated  case,  and  we  never  know, 


when  making  up  our  indents  for  England,  whether  we  shall 
be  allowed  to  import  the  goods.  Not  only  are  specialities 
prohibited,  but  compound  preparations  of  any  sort.  Con- 
sidering that  there  are  several  important  firms  in  England 
who  do  business  with  this  country,  and  that  they  might 
increase  such  business  to  a  considerable  extent  if  certain 
restrictions  were  removed,  would  it  not  be  to  their  interest 
as  much  as  ours  to  endeavour,  through  the  Embassy  or  any 
other  source,  to  secure  advantages  which  the  French  Govern- 
ment might  be  willing  to  grant,  if  application  come  from 
headquarters?  If  they  listen  to  reason,  then  our  agitation 
will  have  conferred  a  benefit  on  all  those  interested  ;  but  if 
no  heed  is  taken  of  our  just  demands,  of  course  we  have  no 
redress,  and  must  retaliate.  Why  should  such  specialities 
as  Vin  Mariani,  Pastilles  Geraudel,  and  other  largely-adver- 
tised medicines  be  allowed  to  be  soli  in  Eagland,  when 

B.  &  W.'s  beef-and-iron  wine,  Coleman's  wine,  Tidman's  salt, 
and  a  variety  of  other  preparations  are  prohibited  from 
entering  this  country  1  A  short  time  ago  I  received,  without 
any  difficulty,  a  consignment  of  liq.  carnis  preparations. 
By  another  train,  a  box  containing  samples  of  the  identical 
goods,  for  distribution  among  medical  men,  was  stopped  at 
the  Douane,  and  a  letter  from  the  directeur  informed  me 
that  the  contents  of  the  box  were  prohibited,  and  conse- 
quently special  permission  had  to  be  obtained  from  Paris 
before  they  could  be  delivered. 

If  any  reader  of  the  C.  Jy  D.  could  suggest  a  remedy  for 
the  irritating  measures  introduced  by  protectionists,  he 
would  confer  a  benefit  on  chemists,  as  well  as  on  manu- 
facturers, and  those  of  our  countrymen  who  are  compelled 
to  winter  abroad.

The  Altered  Prescription. 

Sie, — Permit  me  to  reply  to  correspondents  regarding  the 
prescription  for  "  Pil.  aloes  et  ferri.  One  gross.  One  to 
three  3  times  a  day."  I  quite  agree  with  all  that  can  be 
said  regarding  the  good  feeling  that  ought  to  exist  be- 
tween prescriber  and  dispenser  ;  and  my  action  was  intended 
to  increase,  rather  than  lessen,  such.  It  is  a  safe  rule, 
doubtless,  not  to  alter  a  prescription  without  the  sanction 
of  the  writer  ;  but  when  the  medical  gentleman  resides  ten 
miles  off,  and  one  patient  eight,  and  the  other  fifteen  miles 
from  the  dispenser,  and  when  the  medicine  is  wanted  per 
bearer,  specially  sent  for  such,  or  ordered  per  return  of  post, 
communication  with  the  prescriber  is  somewhat  difficult  to 
perform.  I  can  appreciate  the  advice  "  to  avoid  all  double- 
dealing,  and  taking  undue  advantage  to  suit  one's  conveni- 
ence," but  fail  to  see  the  necessity  for  these  remarks  in  this 
case.  Pil.  aloe3  et  ferri  are  dispensed  by  me  several  times 
every  week,  but  never  once  in  gross  quantities,  or  in  daily 
doses  of  three  to  nine.  Bland's  pills,  again,  are  almost 
invariably  prescribed  here  in  gross  quantities,  and  in  doses 
of  one  to  three  3  times  a  day.  One  writer  "cannot  under- 
stand such  little  acquaintance  with  the  B  P.,  as  if  there  was 
no  formula  for  pil.  aloes  et  ferri."  It  is  just  because  there 
is  a  formula  in  the  BP,  and  because  the  dose  given  there  is 
from  one  to  two,  that  led  me  to  suspect  a  lapsus  penrue, 
since  the  exceptional  dose  was  not  initialed,  or  otherwise 
marked.  Personally  I  have  always  found  one  of  these  pills 
q.s  ,  and  nine  of  them  would,  in  most  cases,  lead  to  serious 
results — as  a  daily  dose.  To  have  made  the  pills  1  or  2  gr. 
each  would  have  altered  the  prescription,  and  ignored  the 
B.P.  without  authority.  I  may  mention  that  I  showed  the 
prescription  the  other  day  to  a  medical  gentleman  in  ex- 
tensive practice.  He  asked  me  if  I  dispensed  that  prescrip- 
tion as  written.  I  said  "  No,"  but  explained  what  I  did,  and 
that  I  had  written  the  doctor  a  private  note  accordingly. 
His  reply  was,  "  You  did  quite  right,"  and  that,  had  he 
written  such  a  prescription,  he  would  have  thanked  me  for 
preventing  a  collapse  of  the  patient.  I  personally  know  the 
young  lady  for  whom  the  pills  were  ordered,  who  suffers 
from  anasmia  and  weakness,  and  have  seen  her  faint  on  more 
than  one  occasion.    Meantime,  were  I  candidate  for  the 
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next  Minor  examination,  and  if  the  prescription  was  sub- 
mitted to  me  by  oar  examiner  in  practical  dispensing,  I 
certainly  would  not  prepare  the  prescription  without  com- 
ment.

Chlorodyne  in  Egypt. 

Sib, — Referring  to  what  you  published  in  your  issue  of 
June  6,  under  the  heading  of  "  No  Chlorodyne  in  Egypt,"  I 
take  the  liberty  to  inform  you  that  supplies  of  this  article 
have  never  been  exhausted  in  Alexandria,  even  during  the 
panic  caused  by  the  slight  outbreak  of  cholera  in  this 
country,  and  that  prices  have  been  always  maintained  at  the 
usual  level. 

I  trust  that  for  the  sake  of  truth  you  will  publish  these 
lines  in  your  next  issue.

[The  statement  contradicted  was  an  item  furnished  to  us 
by  Mr.  R.  R.  Martin  (who  was  then  at  Alexandria)  that,  in 
consequence  of  the  sharp  oubbreak  of  cholera,  there  was 
not  a  bottle  of  chlorodyne  in  Egypt,  and  that  before  supplies 
were  exhausted  prices  had  gone  up  to  3s.

Dog  and  Cat  Poisoning. 

Sib, — The  place  adopted  by  '■  Phoenix"  has  the  objection 
that  it  entails  going  into  the  country  in  search  of  a  fence. 
There  is  yet  "  another  way,"  as  the  cookery  books  say,  which 
I  have  found  to  answer  well.  It  is  practically  a  lethal 
chamber,  and  is  worked  by  getting  a  box  free  from  holes 
and  sufficiently  large  (a  tea-chest  does  very  well),  and 
boring  a  hole  in  the  bottom.  This  is  quickly  turned  over 
above  the  dog  and  pressed  down,  when  he  will  draw  himself 
together  under  it.  A  drachm  or  two  of  HCN  is  now  poured 
through  the  hole.  There  is  no  effect  until  the  acid  is 
vaporised  and  fills  the  box,  when  the  dog  begins  to  snuff 
under  the  edges  of  the  box  for  fresh  air,  but  there  is  soon  a 
long,  howling  yell,  a  short,  sharp  struggle,  and  all  is  over.  If 
the  dog  has  a  muzzle  he  can  be  forcibly  laid  hold  of  and 
thrust  under  the  box ;  if  without  muzzle,  and  inclined  to  bite, 
a  stout  cord  can  be  tied  to  bis  collar  and  passed  through  the 
hole,  when  he  can  be  dragged  under  the  box  "  willta  shallta," 
as  we  say  in  Lancashire.  Thus,  there  is  no  danger  of  being 
bitten,  and  the  fact  of  the  dog  wearing  a  muzzle  makes  no 
difference  to  the  effect,  as  the  poison  passes  direct  into  the 
blood  through  the  respiration.

He  instructs  the 
customers  to  bring  the  patient  in  a  basket  just  large  enough 
to  hold  it,  and  finds  out  where  the  head  is  and  puts  a  piece 
of  wool,  soaked  with  methylated  chloroform,  under  its  nose, 
and  covers  the  basket  with  a  cloth.  When  sound  snoricg 
betokens  full  somnolence,  he  raises  pussy's  head  ana 
administers  a  dose  of  Scheele's  acid  and  lays  it  back  in  the 
basket.  The  patient  takes  no  interest  in  the  last  part  of  the 
operation,  and  looks  quite  placid.

A  contributor  informs  us  that  the  way  he  poisons  cats  is 
as  follows : — The  errand-boy  fetches  the  cat  in  a  small 
hamper.    When  it  arrives  at  the  shop  the  poisoner  has  his 


2  drachms  of  hydrocyanic  acid  ready  in  a  syringe,  holding  it 
in  the  right  hand.  When  the  lid  of  the  hamper  is  opened 
a  bit,  pussy  puts  up  her  fore-paws  on  the  edge  of  the  hamper 
and  sticks  out  her  face.  Then  she  is  caught  by  the  neck, 
and  as  she  always  opens  her  mouth  to  mew  at  this  juncture 
the  contents  of  the  syringe  are  squirted  into  it.  She 
voluntarily  draws  back,  the  hamper  is  shut,  and  soon  pussy 
is  ready  for  the  taxidermist  or  the  undertaker. 


Weak  Quinine  Wine. 

Sib, — Oar  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  report  of  the 
above  case  appearing  in  your  issue  of  June  20,  wherein  Mr. 
Caswell,  of  Wolverhampton,  was  summoned  for  selling 
orange  quinine  wine  which  was  not  according  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  From  the  report  it  would  appear  that  we 
were  the  manufacturers  of  the  wine  in  question,  and  we  beg 
respectfully  to  point  out  that  the  wine  was  manufactured  by 
the  well-known  firm  of  Messrs.  L.  Rose  and  Co.,  of  11  Curtain 
Road,  E.C.,  for  whom  we  were  then  acting  as  agents.  We 
may  say  that  Messrs.  Rose  &  Co.  have  gone  very  carefully 
into  the  matter,  and  on  reference  to  the  sample  drawn  from 
the  cask  at  the  time  it  was  sold  they  find  that  the  wine  was 
made  according  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  so  that  they 
are  in  no  way  to  blame.  Their  explanation  is  that  the 
quinine  was  precipitated  before  Mr.  Caswell  bottled  the  wine 
from  the  cask.  Messrs.  Rose  &  Co.  have  offered  to  assist  Mr. 
Caswell  by  paying  half  the  expenses  he  has  incurred  in  con- 
nection with  the  summons,  although  they  allege  they  are  not 
in  any  way  responsible. 

For  reasons  not  at  all  connected  with  this  case  and 
not  at  all  disparaging  to  Messrs.  L.  Rose  &  Co.  we  ceased 
selling  their  lime-juice,  British  wine,  and  cordials  three  or 
four  months  ago. 

We  shall  be  glad  if  you  will  give  publicity  to  these  facts, 
so  that  any  wrong  impression  which  the  report  may  have 
given  your  subscribers  may  be  eradicated.

"  Use  very  sparingly  to  ear."  It  is  always  unsatisfactory  to 
attempt  to  decipher  a  tracing.  A  photograph,  in  absence  of 
the  original,  would  be  a  surer  guide  in  such  a  case. 


111/1.  Birmingham— -Your  prescription  reads  "  ung.  cu- 
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cnmis."  We  are  not  surprised  at  the  cold  cream  you  dis- 
pensed being  returned.  Cucumber  ointment  is  obtainable 
of  all  wholesale  houses. 


67/2.  Assistant  sends  a  prescription  to  us  in  which  the 
directions  are  difficult  to  make  out.  It  looks  to  us  like 
"  5j.  4tis  horis  ex  aq.,"  but  the  doctor  who  wrote  it  says  it  is 
"  gj.  t.d.s.  ex  aq."  This  we  can  quite  believe,  as  it  is  so  care- 
lessly written  it,  might  mean  anything.

Immediate  information  on  pharmaco-legal  matters  is  available  in  "Pharmacy 
and  Poison  Laws  of  the  United  Kingdom"  Alpe's  "Handy-book  of 
Medicine-stamp  Duty"  and  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diaby. 


105/17.  Perplexed. — -You  are  not  a  very  satisfactory 
querist.  You  signed  an  agreement  eleven  years  ago  of  which 
you  kept  no  copy,  and  you  are  not  sure  of  its  contents,  but 
if  it  contains  what  you  think  it  does,  you  apparently  want  to 
break  it.  You  cannot  compel  the  holder  of  the  agreement 
to  give  you  a  copy  of  it,  though  if  he  goes  to  law  with  you 
about  it  he  will,  of  courss,  have  to  produce  it.  The  Courts 
would  most  likely  enforce  such  an  agreement  as  you  suggest. 
They  would  only  refuse  to  if  they  were  convinced  it  was 
contrary  to  public  policy,  unreasonable,  obtained  by  fraud 
or  without  due  consideration.  They  might  not  allow  an  agree- 
ment of  the  kind  to  shut  you  out  of  a  given  district  "  for 
ever,"  but  the  district  being  very  limited  they  would  maintain 
the  agreement  until  they  saw  any  strong  reason  to  the 
contrary.

112/51.  Syntax. — A  person  can  only  be  duly  apprenticed 
(to  his  father  as  to  anyone  else)  by  signing  an  indenture. 
We  do  not  know  of  any  advantage  the  formal  apprenticeship 
gives  in  the  drug-trade  from  a  legal  point  of  view.  All  that 
is  required  in  this  respect  from  a  candidate  for  qualification 
is  that  he  shall  produce  a  certificate  declaring  that  for  three 
years  he  has  been  engaged  in  the  translation  and  dispensing 
of  prescriptions.  He  is  not  required  to  produce  any  inden- 
tures of  apprenticeship.

102  55.  Diopliantus.— Manufacture  of  Ginger  beer. — 
We  are  not  sure  about  the  sort  of  information  you  want,  but 
we  shall  state  generally  how  ginger-beer  is  manufactured, 
presuming  that  you  have  a  formula.  In  the  first  place,  the 
giDger  in  a  bruised  state  and  lemon-peel  are  pui  in  a  vat  of 
from  100  to  1,000  gallons'  capacity,  and  boiling  water  poured 
upon  it,  means  being  taken  to  agitate  it  or  otherwise  keep 
it  suspended  in  the  liquid.  After  a  period  of  infusion,  rang- 
ing from  two  to  six  hours,  the  liquor  is  drained  off  and  filtered 
through  twill  bags,  or  other  suitable  filter  (some  makers  use 
flannel,  others  felt,  and  so  on),  through  percolators  or 
hoppers  containing  the  sugar  and  cream  of  tartar.  When 
the  infusion  is  made  in  large  quantities  it  remains  sufficiently 
hot  to  dissolve  the  sugar  and  the  cream  of  tartar  quickly, 
so  that  the  liquor  has  to  stand  some  time  before  it  is  cold 
enough  (70°  to  80°  F.)  for  the  yeast.  The  ferment  may 
then  be  added,  1  cz.  of  German  yeast  sufficirg  for  from  5  to 
10  gallons,  according  to  the  time  you  ferment  the  beer.  Six 
hours  at  the  most  should  suffice,  but  if  the  yeast  is  allowed 
to  act  on  a  few  gallons  of  the  brew  for  three  hours  before 
addicg  to  the  bulk,  three  hours'  fermentation  is  sufficient. 
The  jeast  should  be  skimmed  off  and  used  for  another  brew 
if  the  factory  is  in  continuous  operation,  as  the  second  and 
third  brewings  are  better  than  the  first.  The  beer  should 
again  be  filtered  through  twill,  and  that  quickly,  and  bottled 
or  racked  in  barrels  at  once.  Barrel  beer  is  not  usually 
fermented  with  yeast,  and  some  of  the  largest  makers  do  not 
use  yeast  at  all.  The  fermenting-vats  are  generally  made  of 
wood,  and  may  be  either  circular  or  bin-shape.  The  fore- 
going method  is  varied  in  some  factories — for  example,  the 
ginger-infusion  may  be  allowed  to  stand  until  quite  cold, 
and  the  almost  clear  liquor  then  mixed  with  the  acidified 
sugar  solution,  and  the  lemon  added  as  tincture.

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103/5.  Biarritz  sends  a  sample  of  a  drug  which  is  very 
much  recommended  in  Turkey,  in  the  form  of  a  lozenge,  for 
colds  and  coughs  and  is  much  liked.  We  find  that  the  drug 
is  the  tuber  of  Cyperus  scariosus,  Nagar  motha  of  the 
Hindoos  and  Nagar  mu'.ha  of  the  Bengalese.  It  is  a  slender, 
grass-like  sedge,  occurring  in  damp  places  in  Bengal.  In 
India  the  tubers  are  considered  cordial,  stomachic,  and 
desiccant,  also  diaphoretic  and  diuretic,  and  are  used  for 
w ashing  the  hair.  It  is  said  to  be  used  also  in  the  preparation 
of  medicated  oils.  In  conjunction  with  valerian  they  are 
stated  to  be  used  in  epilepsy,  and  in  some  parts  in  diarrhoea, 
syphilitic  affections,  and  even  in  fevers.  There  seems  to  be 
no  record  as  to  their  use  in  coughs  and  colds  ;  but,  besides 
the  medicinal  uses  here  enumerated,  they  are  sometimes 
"used  in  djeing  to  give  a  scent  to  the  fabric,  and  as  a 
perfume  for  the  hair."  In  periods  of  famine  these  tubers 
form  a  valuable  article  of  food  to  the  poor.  The  tubers  are 
sold  in  the  Indian  kazaars. 


98/28.  Euclid. — The  frothing  of  Lin.  Potass.  Iod.  c. 
Sapone  is  rather  troublesome  until  one  gets  into  the  way  of 
not  producing  it,  for  it  is  entirely  due  to  mixing  air  with  the 
icgredients.  Use  the  pestle  gently  but  continuously,  so  that 
the  liquid  may  swirl  round  and  carry  the  iodide  with  it  and 
without  producing  much  air-disturbance.

[Oar  experience  is  that 
there  is  no  custom  universally  followed.  Some  of  the  makers 
of  culinary  essences  always  give  for  essence  of  lemon  an 
alcoholic  solution  of  the  oil,  because,  they  say,  cooks  overdo 
the  thing  when  they  get  the  oil.  The  price  is  usually  8d. 
per  cz ,  without  the  bottle.  Others,  again,  insist  that 
'•essence  of  lemon"  is  oil  of  lemon,  and  nothing  else,  and 
sell  it  as  such  at  from  8d.  to  Is.  per  oz.  It  would  be  useful 
to  have  the  matter  settled,  leaving  out  the  legal  aspects  so 
far  as  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  concerned.]

100/50.  Squills. — Some  wholesale  houses  allow  squill 
preparations  to  stand  for  many  months  in  order  to  get  them 
absolutely  bright,  bat  we  have  never  had  any  difficulty  in 
getting  Tr.  Scillse  quite  clear.  The  squill  must  be  dry,  in 
small  pieces,  the  proof  spirit  of  full  strength,  and  the 
tincture  made  by  maceration.  Filter  through  an  Andrews' 
twill  cloth  filter- bag  (if  on  the  large  scale,  otherwise  through 
good  grey  filtering-paper),  and  do  not  press  the  marc  too 
hard,  as  the  pressings  are  generally  cloudy,  and  may  be 
neglected.  British  pharmacy  requires  tinctures  made  by 
maceration  to  be  produced  of  the  same  volume  as  the 
menstruum  used  by  adding  some  fresh  menstruum.  This  is 
not  such  a  good  plan  as  the  continental  one,  which  correctly 
supposes  that  if  a  drug  is  macerated  in  a  menstruum  under 
proper  conditions,  the  liquid  in  the  marc  is  of  the  same 
strength  as  that  filtered  in  the  first  instance,  and,  therefore, 
it  is  incorrect  to  dilute  the  tincture.  Thus,  if  you  macerate 
2k  oz.  of  squill  in  20  oz.  of  proof  spirit  for  six  days,  strain, 
press  lightly,  and  filter,  getting  18  oz.  of  filtrate,  it  fairly 
represents  a  1  in  8  preparation  ;  but  by  adding  2  oz,  of  proof 
spirit  to  the  marc,  again  pressing,  and  mixing  the  liquor  with 
the  tincture,  it  is  reduced  in  strength  to  about  1  in  9, 


108/60.  Wilts  — Pediculi  Capitis.— We  expect  that  the 
persistent  case  which  you  write  about  is  really  due  to  filth. 
There  is  little  use  of  applying  mercurial  and  other  prepara- 
tions if  the  child  is  not  rigidly  attended  to  in  this  matter. 
A  warm  bath  should  be  given  nightly,  the  head,  armpits,  &c, 
being  thoroughly  soaped  with  carbolic  soap.  After  the 
hair  is  dried,  it  should  be  combed  with  the  S.T.  comb,  then 
apply  the  following  lotion  : — 

Eau  de  Cologne   ..       ..  3j. 

Glycerine   ..Si- 
Vinegar  of  stavesacre  Sxviij. 

Mix. 

Make  the  vinegar  by  boiling  2  oz.  of  the  seeds  in  a  pint  of  dilute  acetic 
acid  for  five  minutes,  macerating  over  night,  and  straining. 

The  underclothing  should  be  carefully  examined,  and  if 
any  evidence  of  pediculi  is  seen,  the  clothing  should 
be  at  once  steeped  in  water  containing  an  ounce  each  of 
turpentine  and  ammonia  solution  to  a  pailful  of  water.  With 
due  care  and  isolation,  there  is  no  reason  why  the  child 
should  not  be  quite  clean  in  a  few  days. 


108/63.  Syntax. — It  much  depends  upon  what  the  weak- 
ness of  the  legs  is  due  to  whether  Easton's  or  Fellows's  syrup 
will  do  the  more  good.  As  a  rule,  the  latter  is  to  be  pre- 
ferred on  account  of  its  being  milder  in  strychnine,  and  the 
hypophosphites  being  more  active  than  phosphates. 


107/48.  Laundry  informs  us  that  in  the  Bradford  district 
a  mixture  of  pipeclay,  bleaching-powder,  and  fullers'  earth 
is  used  for  Bleaching,  the  object  of  the  diluents  being  to 
"  kill "  the  burning  properties  of  the  chloride.  No  doubt  it 
does ;  but  we  have  not  heard  of  it  before,  and  would  be 
pleased  if  any  Bradford  subscriber  would  supply  the 
required  information  as  to  the  proportions  in  which  the 
ingredients  are  used.
